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JAPAN MAKES A PROPOSAL | 


Wants Chinese Emperor to Return 
to Peking with 20,000 Troops. 


ARE NEEDED IN MANCHURIA 


Not Right, It Is Said, that One Power 
Should Have to Keep Order There 
—Immediate Reply Demanded. 


PEKING, April 14.—Komoura Yutaro, the 
Minister, accompanied by Gen. 
the Japanese commander, re- 
cently called upon Prince Ching and noti- 
fied him that the return of Emperor 
Kwang-Su to Peking was urgently desired. 
Prince Ching was informed that the Em- 
peror’s wishes would be respected by the 
foreign troops ang that every courtesy 
would be shown him. 

It was pointed out to the Chinese Pleni- 
potentiary that the Emperor's return was 
of the highest possible importance, as af- 
fecting the maintenance of the integrity of 
the Chinese Empire, and that he should 
come accompanied by every available sol- 
dier—by at least 20,000 men, if possible. 

These troops, it was further contended 
ty the Japanese Minister, must be sent 
into Manchuria, as the Russians reported 
great disturbances there, and it was not 
right that the task of quelling the trouble 
shculd be thrown upon the shoulders of one 
nation. Fina!ly, Prince Ching was assured 
that if the 20,000 Chinese troops could not 
suppress the disorders in Manchuria, other 
powers would send an international force 
to co-operate with China, which all the 
powers regarded as a friendly power. 

No reply having been received to this 
communication, Li-Hung-Chang was to- 
day notified to the same effect and told 
that Emperor Kwang-Su must give an im- 
mediate answer.

CHING DISCREDITS REPORTS. 


Says Stories of Rebellions Are Mag- 
nified for a Purpose — Military 
Criticise the Ministers. 


PEKING, April 14.—Prince Ching says all 
his reports go to show that the missionary 
statements regarding a rebellion in Mongo- 
lia are not supported by the facts. Neither 
does he believe that the rebellion of Gen. 
Tung Fu Hsiang amounts to much. 

‘It is the object of certain elements,”’ he 
asserts, ‘‘to make it seem that China is in 
a condition of constant broil, rendering it 
unsafe for the foreign troops to be with- 
drawn. Those who have this in view will 
magnify a village quarrel into a big re- 
bellion. The missionaries, naturally timid, 
take these reports in good faith.”’ 

The conduct of the Ministers of the pow- 
ers over the negotiations with the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries catises much adverse com- 
ment among the military authorities. Their 
dilatory tactics have prevented what might 
have been accomplished two months ago, 
Even now the meetings of the Ministers are 
postponed for the most trivial causes. For 
instance, the desire of one Minister to go 


on a picnic to the tombs of the Ming dy- 
nasty prevented the holding of a meeting 
for a number of days. Then M. de Giers 
and other Ministers insisted upon celebrat- 
ing Easter, and thus a week was consumed. 
In a third case an unnecessary visit by one 
Minister to Tien-Tsin held up the negotia- 
tions for four days. These are fair illustra- 
tions, it is said, of what has been almost 
continuous from the beginning. 


Korea to Build Fortresses, It Is Said. 
LONDON, April 15.—The Government of 
Korea, according to a dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from St. Petersburg, has de- 
cided to build thirty-two coast fortresses 
to resist a possible Japanese invasion. 


Russian Company to Work in Mongolia. 
LONDON, April 15.—‘‘A Russian com- 
pany has been formed,” says the Copen- 
hagen correspondent of The DailyNews, 
“to work the natural \resources of Mon- 
golia, under the direct protection of the 
Russian Government.” 


To Hold Memorial Services at Peking. 

PEKING, April 14.—Memorial services 
Will be held by order of the Court in honor 
« . the members of the Tsung-li-Yamen who 
were executed last Summer because of 
vheir pro-foreign sentiments, Hsu Ching 
Chien, Li Shan, and Hsu Yung Yi. The 
staff of the United States Legation has 
been invited to attend. Hsu Ching Chien, 
who was a man of considerable wealth, 
held at various times the post of Chinese 
Minister to Russia, that of Director of the 
Russo-Chinese Bank, and that of President 
of the Chinese Eastern Railway. 


TORONTO BANKS SWINDLED. 


Scheme of Raising Checks Worked Suc- 
cessfully by a Gang. 

TORONTO, Ontario, April 14.—A clever 
gang of bank swindlers made a rich haul 
in Toronto Saturday, the total amount of 
which will not be known until the tellers 
and ledger-keepers in various banks check 
up business to-morrow. 

A stranger, claiming to hail frcm Halifax, 
opened an account in the Imperial Bank 
Saturday morning, depositing $50. Shortly 
afterward he presented a check for 320, 
which was marked by the ledger-keeper. 
Shortly before 1 o'clock during the rush 

receding the close this check, raised to 

2,445, was presented to the teller and 
cashed. 

The same procedure was adopted at the 
Bank of Commerce, where a check raised 
from $20 to $2,900 was cashed. It is be- 


lieved ceveral other banks were similarly 
victimized. 


Banker Setties with Depositors. 


CHICAGO, Ill., April 14.—Depositors in 
the defunct Palmer Bank of Des Plaines 
will to-morrow be paid one-half the money 
they lost when the institution closed its 
doors. Edmond Palmer, the banker, will 
give his personal note for the balance, and 
pay the expenses of settlement. The same 
arrangement has been decided upon as was 
made Saturday, when Mr. Palmer paid the 
depositors of the Centennial Bank of Ash- 
ley, Ill., 50 cents on $1 in cash. The liabili- 
ties of the Des Plaines Bank are about 


$20,000. 
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ALMOST CAUSED A RACE RIOT. 


Threats to Lynch a Negro Bicyclist for 
Running Over a White Boy. 


Henry Francis, an eighteen-year-old ne- 
gro bicyclist, ran over and dangerovsly in- 
jured John Sullivan, thirteen years old, 
with his wheel on West Thirty-ninth Street 
last night. Sullivan was taken to Roose- 
velt Hospital with a serious concussion of 
the brain and a pcssible fracture of the 


skull. Francis was locked up in the West 
case eee Street Station and bail re- 
use 

The fact that the bicyclist was a negro 
and the injured boy white almost caused an 
outbreak of a race riot. A number of men 
swore they would lynch young Francis, 
and the policeman hed to make a deter- 
mined stand to prevent injury to the pris- 
cner until other policemen came to the 
rescue. 


SECRETARY ROOT’S CODE. 


Senator Foraker Beat Door in Anger, 
Hit It Right, Got In, Then For- 
got How He Did It.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—Secretary Root 
is so well pleased with the success of his 
scheme for barring out callers by locking 
the door and admitting only those who ..re 
acquainted with a certain cipher knock that 
he now has the doors locked at 2 o'clock 

instead of 3. 

The new scheme worked like a charm, 
and Senators, Representatives, tourists. 
New Yorkers with grievances, and other 


} unwelcome callers have gone up against the 


door and knocked till their knuckles were 
sore without result, because they did not 
know the secret code. Since the lockout 
has been placed at 2 o'clock instead of 3, 
the casualties have been even greater, al- 
though no Cabinet officer has fallen a vic- 
tim since th2 memorable occasion when 
Secretary Hay tried all the knocks he 
knew. 

Yesterday, however, Senator Foraker tri- 
umphed over the door without the faintest 
knowledge of the open sesame, and he has 
been chuckling over his victory ever since. 
The countersign knock has by this time 


become a matter of mosoriety to Congress- 
men, so many of them having fallen vic- 
tims to it. Accordingly, when Mr. Foraker 
arrived at the War LVepartment yesterday 
afternoon and found the doors locked, he 
knew what it meant and frowned. The 
stories his colleagues had told of their vain 
efforts to learn the countersign flashed 
across his mind. He had taken pains to 
get there before 38 o'clock so as to avoid 
the usual defeat, and yet the doors were 
locked. He knew that behind it were three 
sturdy colored men, who would listen com- 
riacently to his futile knocks and never 
stir toward the doorknob. Nay, more, 
they would probably grin. 

But Mr. Foraker is not one to give in 
easily. He frowned again, bit his lip, and 
dashed his fist ferociously against the door. 
Then he listened, and thought he heard a 
faraway chuckle on the other side. His 
scowl grew deeper and he rattled the door- 
knob impotently, conscious that a group of 
newspaper men, sworn to secrecy about the 
correct fraternity knock, were regarding 
him gravely and that the secretary's men 
were chuckling on the other side. 

Then Mr. Foraker stepped away and 
thought for a moment. His anger overcame 
him, and he decided to return and give a 
few hammers on the door pot to express 
his opinion of it. Accordingly he raised his 
fist and gave—it would never do to tell how 
many knocks he gave, or in what way he 
gave them, but be knocked in an unusual 
way. This was simply because he was 
anery. 

As the last knock rang out, an.answering 
knuckle sounded on the inside. Mr. For- 
aker, deeming this mere sarcasm, hit the 
door again. o his intense astonishment 
it flew open, and a bowing attendant stood 
before him, inviting him to the Secretary's 
presence. He had accidentally hit on the 
right knock. As for the attendant, who 
had supposed it to be a War Department 
clerk, he was dumfounded. 

“Walk right in, Senator,’’ he gasped. 
And as the Senator vanished in the Secre- 
tary’s room, he caught the words: 

‘*“How did he ever learn that knock?” 

Mr. Foraker came out of the Secretary's 
room beaming all over, after a most satis- 
tactory interview. He has done something 
that few other visitors have accomplished. 
nly one thing bothers him now—he wishes 
he could remember that knock. 


DRIVEN TO DEATH BY FEAR. 


Man Who Fancied He Had Hydrophobia 
Cuts His Throat. 


In the belief that he was suffering from 
hydrophobia, Charles Miller, a fish dealer, 
of West New York, N. J., committed sui- 
cide late on Saturday night by cutting his 
throat with a fish-knife. Miller was bit- 
ten by a dog three months ago and had 
repeatedly told his wife that he thought the 
dog was mad, and that hydrophobia would 
develop. He was an inveterate cigarette 
smoker, and lately had smoked them in- 
cessantly. 

On Saturday night he told his wife he 
was not feeling well, and a doctor who 
was summoned said he was suffering from 
pleuro pneumonia. When the doctor left 
Miller told his wife that he was certain 
that he had hydrophobia and that he 
would kill himself before he killed‘/her or 
their five children. He got his razor and 
tried to cut his throat, but his wife dis 
armed him and ran for the police. 

When the officers got to Miller’s home, 
however, they found him lying on the floor 
dying, with his throat cut from ear to ear 
and the fish-knife by his side. He expired 
a few minutes later. 


KILLED AT A GRADE CROSSING. 


Three Persons Killed by a Lehigh Val- 
ley Train. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., April 14.—A 
party of four people, while crossing the 
tracks of the Lehigh Valley Railroad, at 
South Wilkesbarre, at an early hour this 
morning, were run down by the Buffalo 
express going north. Three of the party 
were killed and one injured. The dead are: 
Morris O’Connell, aged forty-one; Mrs. 


Morris O'Connell, 4ged thirty-nine; Mrs. 
Frank Cranmer, aged forty. Injured: 
Frank Cranmer. 

O'Connell and his wife were entertaining 
the Cranmer couple, whose home is tn Brad- 
ford County. During the evening they vis- 
ited relatives in this city, and at 1:30 o’clock 
this morning started to return to the home 
of the O’Conncllis. When they reached the 
crossing at South Wilkesbarre, a freight 
train was blockading it. As soon as the 
freight train moved out, the party started 
to cross the tracks, but did not notice the 
approach of the passenger train from an op- 
posite direction. The engineer of the ex- 
press failed to see the people on the track 
until the locomotive had plowed into them. 

The two women were hurled a great dis- 
tance in the air, and when picked up were 
dead. Both bodies were badly mangled. 
Mr. O’Connell had both legs and one arm 
broken. He was taken to a hospital where 
he died in a short time. Mr. Cranmer was 
able to step back from the track before be- 
ing struck with full force and escaped witn 
slight injuries.

CHANGES IN NEW CHARTER 


Some Provisions Will Be Amended 
by Special Bills. 


GOV. ODELL TO SEND MESSAGE 


Clauses Allowing Public Aid to Private 
Schools and for Bounty to News- 


papers Will Be Repealed.

ALBANY, April 14.—Gov. Odell returned 
to Albany this evening. He said he had 
nothing to say about the charter. He 
does not regard it as proper for him to 
discuss the bill in advance of its coming 
to him for his action. / 

It can be stated authoritatively that some 
of the provisions of the charter against 
which there have been many objections 
will be remedied by special bills. Mayor 
Van Wyck's veto message may be here 
before the end of the week. The pro- 
gramme is to pass the Charter bill as it 
is over the veto, while special bills to 
correct the mistakes about which there 
has been criticism deemed justifiable will 
be introduced. The probability is that the 
Governor will send a message to the Leg- 
islature indicating the changes which he 
thinks should be made in the charter. 

It is certain that two special bills will 
go in. One will be to remedy the pro- 
vision which makes it possible for the 
Board of Education in New York to vote 
public money for the support of? private 
schools: the other will be to meet the 
criticism made against the section which 
gives a bounty to certain newspapers. Be- 
yond this there is no certainty. 

The provision of the charter wRich pro- 
vides for the election of ten Magistrates 
in Brooklyn may be amended to the ex- 
tent that the number of Magistrates al- 
lowed Brooklyn will be reduced from ten 
to eight, but the distinction of having the 
Magistrates in Brooklyn elected instead of 
appointed by the Mayor is likely to be re- 
tained. It is argued by the Republican 
leaders that it is unreasonable not to give 
the Republican Party any representation 
among the Magistrates in Brooklyn. The 
people, they say, can be trusted to elect 
g00d men. 

In his message recommending the special 
bills Gov. Odell will praise the charter as a 
whole. He will point out its good features 
and the benefits to New York which will 
flow from it. The objectionable features 
will be excused upon the ground that, in a 
document of such bulk, it would be strange 
if some mistakes did not occur. If Mayor 
Van Wyck, in his veto message, should be- 
tray a purpose of making political capital 
for Tammany Hall, the Governor's message 
will be a full answer to it. 

The ebullition in New York over the char- 
ter has not disturbed the equanimity of the 
Republican leaders here. They regard it 
as a spasm for which Tammany Hall is 
largely responsible. 

‘Four days after the charter has been 
signed,’ said a prominent leader to-day, 
“the people of New York will forget all 
about it.” 

The story of how the private school sec- 
tion got in the charter came out ‘here to- 
day. In the present charter there,is pro- 
vision made for State aid to a few secta- 
rian charitable institutions. There were 
other institutions of like eharacter for 
which the claim was made that they were 
as much entitled to State aid as those which 
had been provided for.” The managers of 
these institutions came to Albany when the 
charter . was upder consideration by the 
Senate committée and appealed to Senator 
Stranahan, the Chairman of the committee, 
Senator Stranahan saw no more objection 
to these institutions being provided for in 
the charter than the institutions which 
were already in. The only question to be 
decided was one of relative merit. 

That was a question which Senator Stran- 
ahan believed the New York Board of Ed- 
ucation would be more competent to pass 
upon than the Senate committee, and he in- 
serted the clause leaving it to the discretion 
of the Board of Education which private 
schools it would vote to aid. That is the 
true story of the origin of the section. It 
was never contemplated that schools other 
than charitable schools would receive State 
aid under the authority of the section, for 
the very good reason that to extend State 
aid to any other class of schools would be 
unconstitutional. 


POLITICAL CRISIS IN KOREA. 


Leader of the Kim Faction Beheaded 
for Conspiring Against the 
Emperor at. Seoul. 


TACOMA, Wash., April 14.—A sensational 
political crisis exists in Seoul, capital of 
Korea. The news is brought to-night by 
the steamship Duke of Fife, that the Gov- 
ernment has beheaded Kim-Yang-Chun, for 
planning to make the son of the Emperor's 
favorite mistress, Lady Om, heir to the 
throne, displacing the Prince Imperial, son 
of the murdered Queen. 

The decapitated official was the leader of 
the Kim faction, which has been engaged 
for months in deadly rivalry with the Min 
faction, led by Min-Kongsik, for the domi- 
nation of Korean politics. The Min faction 
learned of the plot against the Prince Irm- 
perial and a street fight between the fac- 
tions resulted. After Kim-Yang-Chun was 
beheaded that clique gathered in such force 
that Min-Kongsik and his chief supporters 
were imprisoned, Min being ordered ban- 
ished for fifteen years. 

Ku-Won-Chai, Minister of War, and an- 
other official, adherents of Kim Yang 
Chun, resigned and precipitated a Cabinet 
crisis. Li-Chi- Yong, inister of the 
Household, and Governor Yim-Tak-Yon 
of Kyonkide, were arrested for complicity 
in the same plot. 

It was planned to take Lady Om and her 
son away from Seoul, and await a favora- 
ble opportunity and place the latter on the 
throne. Late tidings received at Yokohama 
from Seoul! state that the crisis continues, 


$350,000 FIRE IN BOSTON. 


Portion of the B. F. Sturtevant Com- 
pany’s Blower Works Destroyed. 


BOSTON, April 14.—The main building of 
the extensive blower works of the B. F. 
Sturtevant Company, in the Jamaica Plain 
district, was burned early this morning, 
causing a loss of $350,000; fully insured. 
The concern manufactured various kinds of 


machinery and electrical goods as well as 
blowers. 

The company recently had added $75,000 
worth of tools and machinery, and had a 
large amount of electrical work ready for 
shipment. It also had a large number of 
engines and blowers for the Government 
for use on battleships and cruisers, in 
course of construction, all of which were 
destroyed. 

Superintendent Chamberlain states that 
the business will be carried on without 
much delay. Over 700 men are thrown out 
of employment temporarily. 


TWO COTTAGES DESTROYED. 


Supposed Incendiary Fire on Westwood 
Avenue, Hollywood, N. J.

LONG BRANCH, 
broke out last night in the new cottage of 
Frank Taylor, editor of The Long Branch 
Record, at Hollywood, completely destroy- 
ing it. From thence it spread to a new 
ottage just erected by the Hollywood Land 
Company, and burned it to the ground. The 
cottages were valued at $9,000 each. 

It is thought that the fires were of in- 
cendiary origin, and it is believed that the 
purpose was to destroy four other new cot- 
tages just erected near by on Westwood 
Avenue, Hollywood.

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TWO MEN ASPHYXIATED 
IN THE ASHLAND HOUSE. 


Found Unconscious from the Effects of 
Illuminating Gas and Die 


Soon Afterward. 

Two men supposed to be George T. Buck- 
ley and P. J. Sweeney of Scranton, Penn., 
were found unconscious from the effects of 
illuminating gas in a room in the Ashland 
House early yesterday morning, and dled 
in spite of all efforts to save them. Both 
are believed to have been employes of the 
Delaware and Lackawanna Railroad Com- 
pany, because both had passes over that 
road in their possession. From the pass 
and other papers found on Sweeney, he is 
believed to have been Chief Clerk in the 
office of car records at Scranton. 

The fact that two men were in the room 
Was a surprise to the manager and attachés 
of the Ashland House. Only one had regis- 
tered. He was Buckley, who stepped up to 
the register in the hotel office soon after 
8 o'clock on Saturday evening, wrote his 
name, and his address as being Scranton, 
and was assigned to a room on the top 
floor. Buckley appeared to the clerk to be 
a@ man about twenty-eight or thirty years 
old. He had no baggage. ~ 

One of the employes of the hotel believes 
that he saw Buckley go out, but noboa 
saw him come back to the hotel again. 
When or where he met Sweeney, who was 


found in the room with him, nobody seems 
to know. 

The fact that something was wrong in 
the room occupied by Buckley was made 
clear to William Runk of Highland Falls, 
about 5:45 in the morning. His room was 
next to the Buckley room. Through the 
crevices and keyhole of the door between 
the two rooms Runk got such a blast of 
gas that it ngade him ill. He notified the 
hotel watchman, and the discovery that the 
two men were dying was made soon after- 
ward. 

Dr. Leonard Landes of 134 East Twenty- 
fourth Street was sent for, and arrived 
promptly. He was assisted in the attempts 
at resuscitation by Dr. Merrill, who came 
in a Bellevue ambulance, but all efforts 
proved unavailing.

heated by a gas stove. Close by the tap 
which permits the gas to get to the stove 
there is also one for illumination. The one 
leading to the stove was turned on when 
the room was entered; the other was not. 
The police think that the asphyxiation was 
an accidental one. The police promptly 
turned over to the Coroner everything the 
men had} money, gold watches, the passes, 
and papers. 

E. Beattie, special agent for the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad, 
went to the Morgue, where the bodies were 
taken, to try and identify the two men. He 
could add little to what the police had al- 
ready learned, save that Buckley had re- 
cently been transferred to Buffalo by his 
company, and that Sweeney was wmoleved 
at Scranton.

Sweeney had 
been with the Lackawanna Railroad since 
last August, having come to _ Scranton 
from the Nickel Plate Road. On Feb. 1 
of this year he was appointed chief clerk of 
the Car Record Department. Before com- 
ing to Scranton Mr. Sweeney had been an 
actor. 


EMPEROR ENNOBLES CZECHS. 


Also. Orders Establishment of an Art 
Gallery at Frague. 

VIENNA, April 15.—Emperor Francis. Jo- 
seph has fulfilled a long-cherished desire 
of the Czech population of Bohemia by 
ordering the establishment at Prague of a 
modern national art gallery, toward the 
toundation of which he has himself given 
2,000,000 crowns. 

In a letter announcing the fact his Maj- 


esty expresses a hope that he may succeed 
in establishing peace in the land through 
the “conciliating powers of art.'’ He has 
also created eight new Peers, all men of 
letters or representatives of the learned 
and artistic professions. The list includes, 
in addition to Dvorak, the Bohemian com- 
poser; Yaroslav Vrehliczky, the Czech poet, 
and Prof. Gomperz of the University of 
Vienna, the translator of the works of 
John Stuart Mill: 


TRIED TO BLACKMAIL UTICANS. 


Boy Wrote Letters Demanding Money— 
Confessed After Arrest. 


UTICA, N. Y., April 14.—Chester Arthur 
Lisle, seventeen years of age, is in Utica 
jail, charged with using the mails for 
frauduleht and blackmailing purposes. He 
sent letters to ex-Mayor Charles A. Doo- 
little and Thomas F. and William T. Baker, 
the two latter publishers of The Utica 
Saturday Globe, to the effect that unless 
they deposited certain sums varying from 
$200 to $500 in a certain place that the 
writer would disfigure and even kill the 
daughters of the families and others, 

The arrest was made through the Pinker- 
ton men, and the boy has made a complete 
confession, implicating others, whose ar- 
rest will follow.

James Nugent, twenty-seven years old,

When it was seen that Nugent did not re- 
gain consciousness, however, a call was 
sent to the Eastern District Hospital, and 
Dr. Vogt responded. He found the man’s 
condition eritical, and hurried with him 
to the hospital, where the physicians 
worked over him for four hours trying to 
save his life. .

MAJOR B. B. EVANS HELD. 


Coroner’s Jury in Columbia, S. C., Says 
He Shot Capt. J. J. Griffin 


Saturday. 

COLUMBIA, 8. C., April 14.—The Coro- 
ner’s jury this afternoon rendered a ver- 
dict that to the best of its belief the death 
of Capt. J. J. Griffin, who was found 
dying in the rooms of Major B. B. Evans 
yesterday, was caused by a gunshot wound 
inflicted at the hands of Major Evans. 
The news of the tragedy excited intense 
interest over the State. 

There was startling evidence produced. 
W. R. Muller declared that he had heard 
the shot, and that it was fully fifteen 
minutes before Evans came into the store 
to summon a physician. He did not con- 
nect Evans's visit with the noise of the 
report of the revolver, but noticed that 
Evans was under excitement. He asked 
Evans what was the matter. 
never disclosed the serious nature of the 
affair, but insisted that Muller go with him 
up stairs. There were customers in the 


store and Muller declined, not suspecting 
the gravity of the situation. 


A frew minutes later Evans returned and. 


again telephoned for a physician. It was 
about 2:15 or 2:30 o'clock P. M. when the 
report of the pistol was heard, and it was 
2:45 o'clock when Evans telephoned Dr. 
Gibbes. 

Dr. Robert Earle, who held the post- 
mortem, testified that the ball must have 
beer fired from a distance of five feet or 
more from Griffin.

AUSTIN, Texas, April 14.—Charles Ander- 
son of the Beaumont Oil Exchange arrived 
here to-day from the new oil field. He 
reports that the situation in the City of 
Beaumont cannot be described. There are 
hundreds of excited investors thronging 
the streets at all hours of the day and 
night, and land transactions and the oil 
discoveries are the all-absorbing subjects 
of discussion. Every train from the North 


and East brings in scores of men with 
money to invest, and they soon catch the 
oil fever. 

Land values throughdéut that part of the 
State more .than doubled during the past 
week. Mr. Anderson says that one acre of 
land, situated in the vicinity of one of the 
oil gushers, sold yesterday for $25,000. Prior 
to the discovery of oil, only a few weeks 
ago. it could have been purchased for %5. 
The purchaser of this acre of land believes 
he got it cheap. He says if he strikes oil 
on the property one well, stch as the 
Lucas gusher, will have a value of over 
$1,000,000, 

Ex-Gov. Hogg also reached here to-day 
from the oil field. He closed a deal yes- 
terday for the purchase of 44,000 acres of 
ranch land situated about 160 miles east 
of the oil wells.

EARLY FIRE AT WEST FARMS. 


One Building Destroyed and Five Oth- 
ers Damaged by Flames. 

West Farms, in the Bronx, had a fire 
early this morning which destroyed sev- 
eral buildings, threatened to burn down the 
village, and caused two alarms to be sent 
in.

STEEL TRUST 10 ABSORB 
SOUTHERN PROPERTIES 


Federal Steel Said to Have Control 
of Tennessee Coal and Iron. 


Believed in Alabama that This Company 
and Republic Steel Are to Go 
Into the Trust. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 14. — The 
much-discussed absorption of the Tennes- 
see Coal and Iron Company by the United 
States Steel Corporation is believed to be 
a fact here. All denials are that ‘‘ the 
trust has not absorbed the company.” 

The impression in the best-informed cir- 
is that the Federal Steel Company, 
which has contro] of the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and RailroAd Company, is putting 
former officials of the Minnesota Iron 
Company, which it controls, in charge pre- 
paratory to absorption. As soon as this 
process is completed, the Tennessee com- 
pany will, through the assistance of the 
Federal Steel Company, buy the Sloss- 
Sheffield Steel and Irén Company and other 
Alabama properties. The Alabama Con- 
solidated Coal and Iron Company and the 
Woodward Iron Company are mentioned 
in this connection, but President Wood- 
ward of the lattca company makes a stout 
denial. This process being completed, it is 
believed the Alabama properties will then 
be merged into the United States Steel 
Corporation through the Federal Steel 
Company. As for the Republic Iron and 
Steel Company, it is believed that it will 
be taken into the United States Company 
‘as a separate entity. 

The absorption of Walker County, Ala., 
coal properties is another interesting phase 


of Southern development. That some of 
these properties have already changed 
hands is cpenly admitted, the matter of 
speculation being only as to which proper- 
ties have been sold to. which purchaser. 
The Virginia and Alabama Coal Company 
appears to have fallen into the hands of 
the Monongahela Coal and Coke Company 
of Pittsburg, although formal announce- 
ment of the fact is still withheld, The other 
properties said to be in this deal are the 
lands of Gen. E. W. Rucker, the Gulf Coal 
and Coke Company, and the Corona Coal 
and Coke Company. 

In the case of the Corona Company, it is 
reported reliably that John Greenough of 
New York is in control of, this interest as 
well as the other interests of the Jasper, 
Ala., ‘Towns and Land Company, the Eng- 
lish stockholders, who have been at war 
with Mr Greenough and the other Amer- 
ican stockholders, having compromised 
matters. Mr. Greenough is said to have 
surrendered interests in the Middlesbor- 
ough, Ky., iron field to secure control in 
Alabama Mr. Greenough being in_control, 
the receivership of the Corona Company 
will be lifted in the near future and details 
of the Mcnongahela Company's purchase 
will then, it is stated, be announced. 

Another party of purchasers come from 
Philadelphia, it is stated. They are said 
to be after the properties of the Ivy Coal 
and Coke Company, and the Horse Creek 
Coal Company, which are also in Walker 
County. 

The reason for the purchase of the 
Walker County coal interests is the lower 
Mississippi trade. The Walker County 
mines are on the Southern Railway, and 
are closer to the Mississippi River than 
other Alabama coal properties. The South- 
ern Railway has encouraged these mincs 
to enter the Lower Mississippi coal mar- 
ket, and to this end built coal wharves 
and tipples at Greenville, Miss., and in- 
stituted a small barge line to carry the 
coal thence down the river. This business 
began on a small scale, and even last year 
the total river business was only about 
250,000 tons. However, this has been suf- 
ficient to establish the fact that Alabama 
coal gets to this market at about 70 cents 
per ton cheaper than Pittsburg coal of the 
same grade, and it is now believed that 
it was only a matter of time when Alabama 
will dictate in that market. 

As in the case of the absorption of iron 
properties there are prophets who are pre- 
dicting the shutting down of Walker Coun- 
ty mines as the result of these purchases 
already made and those now in course of 
arrangement. The same logic would, how- 
ever, appear to apply in this case. The 
Walker County mines are better adapted 
to the Lower Mississippi trade than the 
Pennsylvania mines, and the new owners 
have doubtless bought with this idea in 
mind. General expectation among men 
who know is that the Walker County 
mines will be given the bulk of the Lower 
Mississippi business by their new owners, 
and that they will be developed, enlarged, 
and improved as other Alabama possessions 
have been by their Northern and Eastern 
owners. In other words, the Walker Coun- 
ty coal field is a good thing, and the Penn- 
sylvania operators have decided to get a 
slice of it. This is’ the general opinion 
here. 

There is no danger of monopoly in this 
field, as there are hundreds of thousands 
of acres of coal land in Walker County 
not embraced in the properties bought or 
to be bought. 


DOOR FACTORY FOR CHINA. 


Consul Miller Writes from Shanghai 
Explaining the Necessity for One. 
A good opening for a live man, through 

the medium of a door factory, exists at 

Shanghai, according to Henry B. Milfer, 

Consul at Chungking, (temporarily at 

Shanghai.) Writing from the latter point on 

Feb. 26, 1901, he says: 


There is an excellent opening for the estab- 
lishment of a sash, door, and wood working 
establishment at Shanghai. A number of very 
large modern buildings are always in course of 
construction in this city, and I have been ad- 
vised by archif€cts that they are constantly in 
difficulties about interior finishings. 

There is not a planer, molding machine, or 
sawmill in China, so far as I have been able 
to learn. Logs are sawed into lumber by the 
whipsaw process, and in every city and through- 
out the country men are engaged in this business 
of sawing lumber by hand. 

Moldings are made by handwork, and all 
lumber is dressed in the same way. There is 
not a lumber dry kiln in China, and the most 
difficult problem in the construction of build- 
ings is to get well-seasoned material for interior 
finish. 

A proper wood-working establishment at 
Shanghai would command the trade of the entire 
Yangtze Valley, and probably of points along 
the coast to the north, such as Tsin-tau, Wel- 
Hai-Wei, Tien-Tsin, and Port Arthur. 

The most important feature of the plant would 
be a first-class dry kiln of sufficient capacity 
to meet the demands for dry lumber. A _ good 
band saw for sawing native logs of small size 
and imported lumber up to 18 inches would be 
required. Molding machines, planers, and sash 
and door machinery for making special work, 
turning lathes, and general wood-working ma- 
chines would complete the requirements, 

A plant for making stock doors and windows 
would not be advisable, as proper material is 
not to be had, and the demand is not heavy. 
Most of the wood used for interior finish is 
hard wood, coming from countries south of here, 
All building contracts are carried on by Chinese, 
and the lumber yards are also in their hands. 

The best man to undertake this business would 
be one of good education and address, familiar 
with the details of the business, and capable of 
taking the management of the concern; he 
should have some capital and first-class recom- 
mendations; he should spend at least three

months here looking into the requirements be- 
fore ordering his plant; he should get the Chinese 
contractors, and perhaps the lumber dealers, to 
join him in the enterprise. 

The Chinese have plenty of capital to engage 
in such enterprises, and do not hesitate to, invest 
therein, if they are presented by good and ca- 
pable men, and show chances for reasonable 
profit. The architects will be glad to do all they 
ean to encourage the institution, for all recog- 
nize the necessity of it.

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‘SCARLET FEVER IN THE BRONX. 


A NumbeA of Cases Have Appeared 


and Several Deaths Are Reported. 

A number of cases of scarlet fever have 
appeared in the Borough of the Bronx and 
some deaths are reported. Several weeks 
ago the six-year-old son of 8S. Hibbert of 
1,267 Clover Street developed the fever, 
and two other children of the household 
showed symptoms. The father himself 
was attacked, and died in a day or so. 

The day after the father’s death a three- 
year-old son died of the fever. The re- 
maining children soon were ill. Three of 
them were removed by the Board of Health 
to Flatbush Hospital. The other three are 


under the care of the mother at’the resi- 
dence. 

Bertha Steinmetz, a next-door neighbor 
of the Hibberts, was the next to be in- 
fected. Ethel Cargill, the daughter of 
Mrs. Kate Cargill, of 2,128 Boston Avenue, 
died on Wednesday of scarlet fever. She 
was a friend of the oldest Hibbert child. 
Mrs. Cargill, Mrs. William Booth, and 
May M. Livingston, all of whom live at 
2,128 Boston Avenue, have showed scarlet 
fever symptoms, and are quarantined at 
their residence by the Board of Health. 

The spread of the fever is attributed to 
the fact that the Hibbert children had 
been permitted to run about freely.

A NEW INDEPENDENT

A Call Will 
Meeting to Give the Party 


Be Issued for a General 


a Name. 


For the first time since they were organ- 
ized, the principal building trades unions 
in this city decided yesterday to go into 
politics and to start an independent labor 
party. This decision was reached at a 
meeting of delegates from 
unions represented in the Board of Walk- 
ing Delegates, held yesterday afternoon in 
Ledwith’s Hall, Forty-fifth Street and 
Third Avenue, Philip Weinseimer of the 
Amalgamated Society of Plumbers and 
Gasfitters presiding. 

The meeting was called on account of 
the recent decisions of the Court of Ap- 
peals declaring the prevailing rate of wages 
law and the State stone-dressing law un- 
constitutional. These laws, the most rad- 
ical of their kind that have yet been 
passed in the interest of labor, cost the 
labor unions many thousands of dollars in 
carrying on the agitation in their favor, 
and their annulment is admitted to be a 
severe blow at labor. Those who conduct- 
ed the agitation now say that the city 
officials who were supposed to be most 
friendly to labor did not stand by the 
labor unions as they were expected to do 


and that their .,professions of friendship 
were not carried out in practice. 

A resolution to issue a call for a general 
meeting to form the new party was car- 
ried by acclamation at yesterday’s meet- 
ing. It was also decided to start an agita- 
tion for the new party in every election dis- 
trict in the Greater.New York in the mean- 
time. None but members of bona-fide or- 
ganizations can be admitted in the party, 
and it is not intended to confine it to the 
building trades unions alone, but to admit 
members of all unions in good standing 
who are willing to pledge themselves to 
stand by the new party. 

The twenty-one building trades unions 
represented at yesterday's meeting have 
an aggregate membership of about 25,000, 
and there are over 200 unions in the city 
whose members are eligible for the party. 
Only a certain proportion of the members 
of some of the unions may join the new 
body, but it is held that even if one-half 
of the voting members join it the result 
will be a bigger labor party than the 
United Labor Party, which nominated 
Henry George for Mayor in 1886. 

Philip Weinseimer, Chairman of the meet- 
ing, said after it was over: 

“Within ten days the call will be issued 
for the general meeting to give the party 
a name and appoint Captains in the va- 
rious election districts. We have found 
out who are our enemies, if we have not 
discovered many friends among those who 
compose the Municipal Government. Labor 
has received so many raps and so little 
support among those who were supposed 
to be its friends that the time has come 
when a labor party is necessary. I hope 
we will be able to profit by past mistakes 
and that the unions will seize this oppor- 
tunity, as the coming campaign will give 
them a chance of founding a good, strong 
party that they have not had for years.” 

A meeting under the auspices of the Cen- 
tral Federated Union and the Civic Coun- 
cil will be held in Arlington Hall, 9 St. 
Mark’s Place, on April 18, to protest 
against the action of the Court of Appeals 
in annulling the two labor bills.

CUTTING AN ELEPHANT’S NAILS. 


Keeper Snyder Preparing to Act as a 
Chiropodist to the Huge 
Pachyderms. 


Some time this week there will be a very 
lively time in the elephant house in Central 
Park. William Snyder, the keeper of the 
two big elephants. Julie and Tom, which 
are doniined there, is makirg preparations 
to perform his regular Spring work as 4 
chiropodist on the two elephants, and he is 
looking forward with dread to the work of 
pruning their big toenails, which he intends 
to do this week. Both elephants are now 
anxious to get out of the cage in which 
they are contined, but they cannot be al- 
lowed to walk in the yard until their toe- 
nails, which are new five inches long, have 
been trimmed, and the hard tissue, which 
has formed on the soles of their feet 
through the Wirter, has been pared down. 

‘It's just got to be done,’’ said Keeper 
Snyder with a sigh. ‘* Julie’s feet are in 
awful shape, and she knows it. When she 
lies down she rubs one side of her feet 
against the metal floor till she has worn 
otf a couple of inches of her toe nails. She 
knows what is the matter wih her. But 
het feet are terribly sensitive. She is a 
perfect lady in that respect. It isn’t that 
she ig bad-tempered, like old Tom, who 
would kill me just for fun. But she is as 
nervous as a witch, and there isn’t any 
telling what she will do to the fellow who 
pares a little too fine. Come around back 
of the paddock and I'll show you what’s 
the matter.” 


When he opened the back door to the 


,pen the massive beast surged forward to- 


ward the open as far as her chain would 
allow. She trumpeted and strained at her 
fastening, longing to get out. 

‘‘Look out for her,’ said the keeper. 
‘*See those hangnails on her feet? There's 
inches of them that have got to be cut 
away, and she is going, to be scared to 
death at the first snip. You see, elephants 
have five toes of hard horn, like a horse's 
hoofs. A horse has to have his feet trimmed 
when he goes to a smith, and an elephant 
gets into the same trouble in captivity. 
When wild, an elephant wears down its 
own toenails, but they don't me enough 
exercise for that here. So their feet get 
tremendous corns, and we just have to 
pare them. 

‘First I take a big pair of shears and 
clip the hang nails. Then I go to work on 
the toes with a rasp made especially for 
the purpose. It will take me an hour or 
two on each foot. Then comes the ticklish 
part. With a large drawknife I must cut 
a couple of inches off the sole of each foot. 
When it gets down pretty fine I'll take 
the rasp. Every lHttle while I'll wress 
hard with my thumb as I get down to the 
quick. When it winces and tells me in 
fiephant that it hurts, I stop right there. 
A single. rasp on ¢he quick and he'll kill 
me too shdden. 

“After the cutting, we soak the ele- 
phants’ feet in hot water and then soften 
them up with oil. ‘They feel as comfortable 
after that as if they were wearing carpet 
slippers. But we do not dare oil their 
feet until it gets a little warmer. Elephants 
get cold very easily.’ lt is a terrible thing 
for an elephant to have a cold in his head. 
They have rheumatism, too, the worst way, 
and it takes liniment by the barrel to rub 
their lame muscles. It’s no fun to pry up 
a stiff elephant every morning. We'd have 
to borrow a steam derrick from the Rapid 
Transit Commission, and all theirs are 
busy on the subway.”

After Eskew 
was dead Kerby started toward the body 
for the purpose of robbing it, but was 
frightened away. He escaped into a 
swamp, where he was captured with the 
aid of bloodhounds.

ELECTRICAL WORKERS’ STRIKE. 


They Win Their Fight at the Broad- 
Exchange Building. 

Edward Kelly, delegate of the Electrical 
Workers’ Union, reported yesterday that 
his organization had won a fight at the 
Brcad-Exchange building, Broad Street 
and Exchange Place, where 400 men in va- 
rious trades were on strike in sympathy 
with the electrical workers. The electrical 
workers belong to the Board of Walking 
Delegates, and their grievance was that 
membirs. of the Elevator Construction 
Union, which is affiliated with the Build- 
ing Trades Council, were doing electrical 
work on the building. 

The Board of Walking Delegates was able 
to control more trades than the Building 
Trades’ Council, and tied up the bullding. 
The Council could not supply men to fill 
the strikers’ places, and the strike was 


settled by the discharging of the elevator 
constructors. 


“No News of Missing Willie McCormick. 


Considerable commotion was caused in 
High Bridge yesterday afternoon by a 
rumor that Willie McCormick, the boy 
who has been missing from hjs home there 
for some time, had been found. A news- 
boy arrived at the McCormick house, at 
Ogden Avenue and Kemp Place, carrying 
in his hand a cap and a collar which he 
said belonged to the missing boy, and fol- 
lowed by a crowd of men and boys.

UR. BROOKFIELD’S ATTACK 
ON REPUBLICAN LEADERS 


Wfil Start a Committee of Seventy 
in the Party. 


Says He Will Support a Regular or.In- 
dependent Anti-Tammany Candidate 
—Comments on His Views. 


The announcement by William Brookfield 
that he intends to inject a new element 
into the coming municipal campaign and 
his attack on the present Republican Coun- 
ty Committee have awakened the liveliest 
kind of interest among politicians of both 
the dominant parties. Mr. Brookfield en- 
Joys the confidence of that class of Re- 
publicans and independents who do not 
mingle with matters political for ‘“‘ revenue 
only.”’ . 

Mr. Brookfield is related by marriage to 
Senator T. C. Platt, but they are not 
friendly. The former has been President of 
the Republican County Committee, Chair- 
man of the Republican State Commitee, and 
was the late Mayor Strong’s first appointee 
as Commissioner of Public Works. He is 
also an influential member of the Union 
League, Republican, and other clubs, 
While at the head of political committees 
Mr. Brookfield manifested an independent 
spirit, which so annoyed Senator Platt and 
the machine that he was soon relegated to 
a minor position. 

“Soon afterward Mr. Brookfield was prom- 
inently identified with the organization of 
the association known as the Republicans 
of the County of New York. Gen. Wager 
Swayne was made the Chairman, and he 
is the law partner of Robert C. Morris, 
the present President of the Republican 
County Committee. Others influential in 
the new association were W. N. Kenyon 
of the Republican Club, J. Bayard Backus, 
James S. Barkus, now of Terre Haute, 
Ind., and others. 

Mr. Brookfield spent much of the Winter 
in the South. He returned from Florida 
on Friday. Conversing with friends yester- 
day he said: 

“For more than a month I have been 
importuned by Republicans in this city 
in letters and by word of mouth to start 
a Committee of Seventy to represent the 
Republican vote of this county in the ap- 
proaching Ma; -ralty contest. But for 
many reasons I have not said much about 
the matter. 

‘““Il am now determined to accept the sug- 
gestions made to me. I shall be absent the 
greater part of this week, but soon after 
my return I shall call a meeting of the 
Republicans who believe that the present 
Republican County Committee does not 
represent the Republican vote of New York 
County. 

“That body is controlled by Frederick 
8. Gibbs, William H. Ten Eyck, and Lemuel 
KE. Quigg, who are dominated by Senator 
Platt. resident Morris is a fine gentle- 
man, but he has no authority. He means* 
well, but can’t do what he wants to. There 
is an element in that committee that would 
prefer a Tammany Mayor at any time 
rather than see the position filled by a 
Republican or an independent. 

“It is absurd to assert that the present 
Republican County Committee represents 
the sterling Republican sentiment of the 
county. It represents nothing but an office- 
holding and delegate-getting class. It is 
utterly useless on election day. It does 
not represent New York Republicanism. 

The proposed Committee of Seventy will 
take a hand in the Republican affairs of 
this county. Twenty-five at least of the 
thirty-five Assembly district leaders in the 
Republican county machine hold office at 
high salaries, while the rank and file 
sometimes get husks, but generally receive 
nothing but promises. 

““The present organization is used solely 
te elect delegates to the conventions, and 
there the responsibility of the members 
seems to cease. Most of the members are 
in politics for revenue onl¥+ 

“The Republican County Committee is 
ruled. by the Executive, Committee, of 
which William H. Ten. Eyck is Chairman. 
He is a Tammany office holder on the 
Aqueduct Board, and has had ‘outside’ 
z.ffiliations with Tammany for years. 

*‘ Our organization will glady support any 
independent who receives the anti-Tam- 
many nomination.”’ 

Senator Platt, who is far from well, de. 
nied himself to reporters yesterday, so his 
views on Mr. Brookfield’s utterances could 
not be learned. 

President Morris is out of town. 

Lemuel E. Quigg said: ‘‘I have heard 
of Mr. Brookfield’s remarks. First of all, 
let me say that a multiplicity of anti-Tam- 
many organizations is a good thing. But 
when Mr. Brookfield says that there is an 
element in the Republican County Commit- 
tee which prefers a Tammany Mayor to 
an independent or a Republican he utters 
a slander for which he ought to be ashamed 
of Himself. 

““Mr. Brookfield or any other citizen has 
a perfect right to organize any associa- 
tion or committee for political purposes 
that he wants to, but that does not give 
him the right to run the Republican or- 
ganization. That is a matter to be de- 
cided at the primaries, provided for by the 
primary law. At those primaries the en- 
relled voters pronounce by their ballots who 
shall be in control of the organization.” 

William H. Ten Eyck remarked: 

“Tf there is any such element tn the 
Republican County Committee as is de- 
scribed by Mr. Brookfield I do not know 
what it is. I have never heard of it. As to 
the domination of the committee by any 
man er men, I know nothing except that 
it is dominated by the Executive Commit- 
tee. [Mr. Ten Ekck is the Chairman.] I 
do not think any one ‘man or two men or 
any combination he has described could 
dominate the committee. The last time TI 
saw Mr. Brookfield he said he was in the 
organization and intended to stav there. 
What has changed him I don’t know.” 

Ex-Senator Gibbs said concerning Mr. 
Brookfield: 

“Mr. Brookfield is a man to whom no- 
body pays any attention, who has no in- 
fluence, but has a grievance. 

‘* He comes out of his shell every once in 
a while and says nasty, malicious things 
about other people, and then apolossizes 
to them when he meets them. 

‘““As I understand, he is now organizing 
an association which will be known as the 
‘Willie Boys.” named, I suppose, after 
William Brookfield. 

“Tf he says that Quigg, Ten Eyck, and 
myself or any other members of the County 
Committee ;prefer a Tammany man for 
Mayor rather than a Republican or inde- 
pendent he not only lies, but lies malic- 
louslv. 

‘When Mr. Brookfield was in the or- 
ganization he was a good deal of a gentle- 
man, and I regret to see that he has be- 
come a garrulous old man.”

SAID BROTHERS SHOT HIM. — 


One of Two Men Wounded in Affray at 
Silver Dollar Smith’s Saloon 
Dies in Hospital. 

Edward Eastman of 101 First Street, one 
of the two men shot by James Donovan, a 
Bowery saloon keeper and ex-convict, in 
“Silver Dollar”? Smith’s salon at 64 Es- 
sex, Street on Saturday night, died in the 
Gouverneur Hospital yesterday. The shot 
which struck the other man, Samuel Fran- 
kel, was stopped by his watch and he was 
only slightly wounded. He left the hospital 
in the a.ternoon and was sent in a carriage 

to his home, 314 East Third Street. 

Donovan during the morning. was ar- 
raigned in Essex Market Police Court and 
held without bail. 

Coroner Hart said last night that he had 
taken Eastman’s ante-mortem statement. 
Eastman told the following story: 

-“*T was in Silver Dollar Smith’s place at 
midnight when two brothers entered. One 
of them, known as ‘ Peggy’ Donovan, 
without warning pulled his revolver and 
fired at me. He did not hit me. I ran out 
of the place and they cqme after me, hol- 
lering ‘Stop thief!" I ran to Orchard 
Street, where two men grabbed me, think- 
ing I was a thief. ‘Peggy’ Donovan 
reached me first. He pulled his revolver, 
pressed it against my stomach and fired 
into my abdomen. I fell to the sidewalk. 
Then the other brother ran up and shot 
me behind the ear as I lay on the walk. 
The only reason I can think of is the Don- 
ovans were heard to say they intended to 
kill the gang which hung out in Silver 
Dollar’s place, as it was made up of ‘ stool 
pigeons.’ ”’ 

The police of the Eldridge Street Station 
admitted last night that they were looking 
for the brother of James Donovan. They 
refused to give the man’s first name or 
to tell anything about him. 


Both Men Had Fallen Down the Same 
Elevated Stairway. 


Arthur B. Hall of 969 First Avenue 
tripped and fell down the stairs of the 
elevated railway station at One Hundred 
and Seventy-seventh Street and Third Avee 
nue last night. When he was picked up it 
was found that he had a severe scalp 
wound, and an ambulance was summoned 
from Fordham Hospital. 

Dr. Phetford responded, but before he ar- 
rived, Frank Addiing of 59 Howard Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, also tripped and fell down 
the same stairway. He also was attended 
by Dr. Phetford when he arrived, and both 
men were removed to Fordham Hospital.

STRIKE OF WATCHMAKERS. 


General Lockout Threatened To-day in 
Two Factories at Newark. 

NEWARK, N. J., April 14.—There will be 
a general lock-out of the employes of the 
Crescent Wate Case Works and also of 
the Courvoisier-Wilcox Company’s watch 
case works to-day unless the employes 
agree to begin work as individuals and not 
as union hands.

MR. JOHNSON’S CHALLENGE 


Puts Three Questions to Rapid 
Transit Board’s President. 


Claims Bill Pending at Albany Will 
Give Big Profits to Capitalists Be- 


hind Tunnel Contractor. 


Albert L. Johnson has issued a challenge 
to Alexander E. Orr, President of the New 
York Rapid Transit Commission, to an- 
swer three questions in regard to the bill 
amending the rapid transit act, which has 
passed the Senate at Albany, and is now 
pending in the Assembly. He claims that 
the bill will enable the capitalists behind 
the contractor to get away with the ten 
or twelve millions of profits, which they 
will have to the credit of their account 
when they have completed the construction 
of the Manhattan Tunnel, and then to es- 
cape any further obligations of their con- 
tract. His three questions are as follows: 

(1) If the bill and if the next day an 
assignment of the rental and operating parts of 
the McDonald contract is made, will or will not 
the sureties on the 55,000,000 bond and on the 
$1,000,000 bond entitled to immediate 
exoneration 7 

(2) Will the corporation, to be approved 
by the commission, be competent to contract 
with the board either for construction and opera- 
tion or for construction only or for operation 
only while existing railroad companies will not 
be competent to bid for anything except con- 
struction and operation combined? Why the dis- 
crimination ? 

(3) Will a way be open, by which, if the com- 
mission pleases, present and future contractors 
can lawfully acquire a title in fee, by condemna- 
tion proceedings, to important and necessary 
railroad adjuncts—terminals and junctions with 
Other roads, for example? 

Mr. Johnson says that the bill provides 

that the contractor, with the consent of the 
commission, may assign to a corporation 
the operating part of his contract, and that 
this new corporation is to perform all the 
obligations and accept all the responsibil- 
ity of the original contractor, 
“This looks on the face of it,’’ he says, 
as though the scheme were simply that of 
a transfer of rights and duties from a sat- 
isfactory individual who migint die to a sat- 
isfactory corporation. The bill does not 
say that the profits shall be assigned along 
with the operating part of the contract. 
They are to be distributed among the stock- 
holders in the construction company, and 
then, if the operating company is not a 
financial success, the road is dumped back 
upon the people of New York City, who 
must then get out of their predicament as 
best they can. 

‘**My lawyer tells me that the bill which 
seems to read that the bonds now up to 
guarantee the faithful performance of the 
contract continue in force after the pro- 
posed assignment, real'y contains no such 
provision, and that such a provision would 
be of no effect any way. 

‘He says that if these amendments pass 
the position of Mr. McDonald with respect 
to the sureties would be entirely changed, 
that the sureties would cease to have the 
same rights as they had and that they 
would be discharged upon the making of 
the assignment and before as much as one- 
tenth of the work of construction had been 
done. Only $1,000,000 of the $7,000,000* of 
bonds that now exist as a guarantee to the 
city for the performance of the contract 
would remain, and it will be relinquished 
when the work of construction is complet- 
ed.

the public standpoint. is fair and_ safe. 
The amendments confer upon the Board 
of Rapid Transit Commissioners the power 
of authorizing any contractor to condemn 
any property which thev think fit, and vest 
title thereto not in the city but in the con- 
tractor himself in fee simple absolute. A 
time may come when the operating and 
rental parts of Mr. McDonald's contract 
may be separated with advantage to the 
people. I would myself take the lease and 
operate the road for three-cent fares. This 
scheme, however, of turning over the lease 
to an irresponsible dummy _ corporation 
ought to be squelched.” 

Mr. Orr declined to talk on Mr. Johnson's 
statement. last night, or to give any an- 
swer to his questions. which were shown to 
*him. He said that he would be ready to 
answer them to-day. 


BEWILDERED ARTIST RELEASED 


Couldn’t Understand Why He Was Ar 
rested for Sketching the W. H. 
Vanderbilt Mansion. 

Johan De Pol, who was arrested on Satur- 
day by Capt. Lantry of the East Fifty- 
first Street Police Station, and two of his 
wardmen, Roach and Burns, while sketch- 
ing the mansion of W. H. Vanderbilt, at 
Fifty-first Street and Fifth Avenue, was 
arraigned in the Yorkville Police Court yes- 

terday by Wardman Burns. 

‘“ Here’s a dangerous nfain, your Honor.” 
Burns told Magistrate Zeller, pointing to 
the prisoner; ‘‘ we caught him in the act 
of making plans of the gate to the Vander- 
bilt house, where he was to carry out plun- 
der, and the pictures of towers where he

But America is free, and so [ 
came here. My name is Johan De Pol. I live 
in Houston Street. The number is 284. I 
came to America to draw and study the 
spirit of the people. But artists must have 
a pull, you call it. | had to work for a 
mar up town in One Hundred and Fifteenth 
Street as a designer, as I couldn't sell my 
pictures. Then yesterday I had the afier- 
noon off. I went up to the cathedral, there 
on Fifth Avenue, I drew it for a time, until 
little boys hooted at me. Then I went into 
ihe side street. I saw the little postern gute. 
That oaken door there is essentially Ger- 
man in spirit. its a pretty door, bound with 
brass, and its form goes back to the period 
just prior to the Renaissance. So I draw 
it. Then I drew the spirets and their castled 
windows. While I was busily coloring, three 
men jumped the railing. They jumped upon 
me, they said strange words, they took my 
drawings, they put me into an iron hole, 
they talked to me, but I couldn't under-

Dr. C. T. Lewis Would Burn All Prisons.

He advocated the inde- 
terminate sentence and the probation sys- 
tem which permits Judges to remand youth- 
ful prisoners to their homes under the 
eyes of a probation officer. ‘‘ T assert that 
society in this country and in that of every 
civilized nation of the world would be safer 
if every prison were burned down,” said 
he. *‘ Our prisons are schools, colleges, and 
universities for the education of the crim- 
inal. The State of New York spends millions 
of dollars every year to turn out thousands 
of criminals prepared to prey upon society, 
as a result of the lessons learned in those 
institutions.” 


Wants Rough Riders’ School at Cody. 

Col. William F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) and 
a number of gentlemen were in conference 
at the Hoffman House yesterday relative 
to the establishment of a school for rough 
riders at Cody, Wyoming. Col. Cody sent 
a telegram to George B. Harris, First Vice 
President of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Railroad Comypeny for permission 
to use his name as one of the incorporators 
of the proposed school.

THEATRICAL MANAGER SHOT. 


Robert Monroe Refuses to Say How or 
Where He Received a Gun- 
shot Wound. 


Robert Monrce, thirty-nine years old, a 
theatrical manager, living at 205 East Four- 
teenth Street, was taken to Bellevue Hos- 
pital yesterday afterroon, suffering from 
a gunshot wound in the thigh. The wound 
is not dangerous. 

Monroe staggered into the reom of his 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Norah Fitzgerald, with 
whom he lives, about 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning and told her that he had been 
shot about 4 o’clock in the morning. He 
said he did not know where he was at the 
time or who shot him. Mrs. Fitzgerald ad- 
vised him to go to the hospital, and some 
time afterward an ambulance was sent for 
and he was taken to Bellevue. 

After the bullet had been extraced Mon- 
roe wished to leave the hospital, but the 
police of the East Twenty second Street 
Station detained him until an investigation 
can be made of the case. 

Detective Sweeney, who talked with Mon- 
roe, said that he told him that the police 
cculd not drag the truth cut.of him. 
Sweeney said that Monrce said he knew 
who shot him and knew where he was when 
shot, but it was all in fun and he would not 
tell. 

Mrs. Fitzgerald. the sister-in-law, told 
the police that Monrce returned to the 
house at his usual time on Saturday night, 
and, after kissing his two children good 
night, went to his rcom, with the apparent 
‘urpose of retiring. She said that he must 

ave left the house early Sunday morning, 
if he did not go out again that night. 

At the East Twenty-second Street Sta- 
tion it was said the records show that the 
shooting is ‘‘ supposed to have taken 
at the home of Mrs. Norah Fitzgerald, 
East Fourteenth Street.’ Further infor- 
mation was refused. < 

Monroe has been manager for his brother, 
George Monrce, who has teen somewhat 
trominent in road companies. 


SHOT HIS WIFE ON THE STREET. 


Morristown Man Says It Was an Acci- 
dent—-She Charges Deliberate 
Attempt to Murder. 
MORRISTOWN, N. J., April 14.—James 
Tobin shot and probably fatally wounded 
his wife Bridget this afternoqn. Then he 
called a cab, took her to a physician's, and 
then to the hospital. The woman says the 
shooting was not accidental; her husband 

claims it was. 

The couple had been living apart for 
some time past. A month ago the wife had 
her husband arrested upen a charge of as- 
sault and battery. He obtained bail, and 
was out under bond when he used the pis- 


tol, 

The shooting took place on MacCollough 
Avenue. The wife’s story is that as they 
were walking along that avenue her hus- 
band called her attention to a residence, re- 
marking upon its beauty. When she turned 
her head to look at the house indicated, the 
hack of her head was turned toward him. 
The next she knew was the shot and the 
pain in the neck, She fell, and as she lay 
on the ground the husband again fired. 
This bullet entered the neck also. One bul- 
let entered the left side and the other the 
right. The wounds are both said to be 
serious. 

The man's story is that the shooting was 
entirely an accident. He claims to have 
been shifting the revolver from one pocket 
to another when it went off. He says, 
further, that when he shot his wife the 
first time he was so startled that he did 
not complete the action of placing the re- 
volver in his pocket, and that as he stooped 
over her with the weapon still in his hand 
it again went off, inflicting the second 
wound. 

The police say they have several wit- 
nesses who saw the shooting, and who are 
prepared to testify that the first shot was 
deliberately aimed.

DENIED UNCLE’S CONFESSION. 
Child Insisted He Did Not Kill Her 
Father—Another Man Now Avers 
He Killed Paquillo. 

PATERSON, -N. J., April 14.~—The belief 
that Peter Paquillo was killed by another 
than his brother Sabbatto, who is under 
arrest, is growing into a certainty. When 
Sabbatto was arraigne@ he admitted that 
he killed his brother, but a little daughter 
of the dead man said her uncle did not 


fire the fatal shot. No attention was paid 


to the child. The affair took place a week 
ago. 

The evidence the police gathered indicated 
that the shooting had been done by Sab- 
batto. This was the story told to the police 
by the few Italians who could be made 
to say anything on the subject, and Sab- 
batto was aceordingly arrested and a 
charge of murder preferred against him. 
When the complaint was read to him, Sab- 
batto admitted that he did the shooting, 
adding that he found himself compelled to 
do so in defense of his life. There the 
matter was allowed to rest, despite the 
frantic assertions of the child, who went 
into hysterics when she saw her uncle 
locked up. 

Application was made to Prosecutor Em- 
ley to admit the witnesses to bail. Mr. 
Emley went to the jail for the purpose of 
ascertaining what witnesses he wanted 
held. Among these witnesses was An- 
tonio Galizio, a brother-in-law of the dead 
man and of the accused. Mr. Emley put 
the customary questions to him as to what 
he knew about the shooting. 

** Yes; | did the shooting,’’ was the reply. 
Mr. Emley was astonished. He thought 
there must be some mistake, but Galizio 
told the story in detail. The dead man 
had been on a spree, and was making 
things lively all around. He had been put 
out of the house, but returned, dagger in 
hand, to seek vengeance. He first attacked 
Galizio’s mother-in-law. Then he stabbed 
his father. Next he went for Sabbatto 
and slashed him badfy. Several other 
Italians who were in the room. sought 
safety in flight, making for a window. One 
of these was Galizio, but he says he saw 
there was no chance for him, as the win- 
dow was blocked by the scrambling mass 
of humanity, and, besides, his sister was 
in danger, so as Paquillo rushed at him 
with the dagger Galizto, seeing the re- 
volver hanging near a bed, seized the 
weapon and shot Paquillo down. 

Mr. Emley says he has come to the con- 
clusion Galizio is telling the truth. The 
man charged with the murder merely said 
he did not tinJerstand what the police said 
to him and that he had nad nothing to do 
with the shooting. 

Mr. Emley decided to detain all the wit- 
nesses to secure their attendance at the 
inquest, which is to be held on Tuesday. 


SPITTERS’ CASES IN COURT. 


Magistrate Cornell Would Have a Test 
Made in Special Sessions. 


Magistrate Cornell, 
Police Court, yesterday requested Lawyer 
T. J. Malloy to make a test of a case 
brought before him in which the defendant 
was charged with having spat’on the floor 
at the South Ferry house Saturday night. 
The Magistrate said: 

“T am tired of this business. I would 
like to have you make a special test of 
this case in the Court of Special Sessions. 
These arrests made under Section 194 of 
the Sanitary Code carry with conviction a 
more serious punishment than is seen on 
the face. 

“Tf LT hold a man like this he will have 
to go to jail and wait perhaps a week or 
more before his case comes up for a hear- 
ing. Such cases are not treated first-hand 
by the Police Magistrates, and thus the 
alleged offender is obliged to suffer delay, 
which oftentimes means imprisonmeint."’ 

The defendant for whom Lawyer Malloy 
appeared was Ole Foss, who said he was a 
seaman and was on a vessel now lying at 
Pier 19, North River. The Magistrate asked 
him whether he could furnish bail, as he 
would like the attorney to make a special 
test of the case. The lawyer thought he 
could furnish bail, as Magistrate Cornell 
said he would make it very low, but he was 
unable to obtain it. 

The Magistrate, after repeating his de- 
sire to the attorney, discharged the de- 
fendant, after Mr. Malloy told him that he 
was already. counsel for several men arrest- 
ed on similar charges, and who were held 
for Special Sessions. He said he fully in- 
tended to make a fight on the cases. 

Hirsch. Levy of 13 Forsyth Street was 
arrested on a car on the Bowery Saturday 
night for spitting. He was discharged. The 
Magistrate said: 

“You men should do like an officer who 
was here the other day with a prisoner. I 
want to see willful violators, the hogs, 
punished. He watched a man on a car for 
some blocks and saw him spit a number of 
times. He was held for trial, and all such 
cases will be.”’ 

Sanitary policemen arrested eight other 
men at ferry houses and aboard cars for 
spitting on the floors Saturday night. The

DECISION IN THE 
WOODSIDE WATER CASE 


Justice Smith Decides Company 
Has a Right to Lay Its Pipes. 


This Renders Void Indictment Against 
Commissioner 
for Not Taking Them Up. 


Highways Keating 


Justice Wilmot M. Smith, in 
County Supreme Court, has filed a decision 
in the case of the Woodside Water Com- 
pany against Highways Commisisoner 


James P. Keating, in which he holds that 


the Queens 


lute right to lay its pipes in any street or 
avenue in Brooklyn, Long Island City, 
Newtown, Flushing, or Jamaica, under a 
provision of the general transportation cor- 
poration law which permits a water com- 
pany to lay its mains in a city adjoining 
that in which it was originally located. As 
the Woodside Water Company was original- 
ly located in Newtown it can lay its mains 
in the other places because they were for- 
merly places adjoining Newtown. 

The Woodside Water Company acquired 
this right previous to consolidation, and 
the court holds that the right was not 
affected by the change in the political 
divisions under the charter of the City of 
New York. The decision is very far-reach- 
ing and has many ramifications. For one 
thing, it renders void the indictment of Mr. 
Keating several weeks ago by the Queens 
County Grand Jury upon a charge of not 
having taken up the pipes of the Woodside 
Company in Jackson Avenue and contro- 
verts the stand taken by the District At- 
torney that the pipes were laid illegally.

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LEGISLATURE’S LAST DAYS. 


ALBANY, April 14.—There are but seven 
more legislative days remaining of the ses- 
sion of 1901. Within this space of time the 
gtepublican leaders have planned to re- 
pass the Greater New York Charter Revis- 
fon bill over Mayor Van Wyck’'s veto and 
to also pass the $26,000,000 canal expendi- 
ture proposition bill, the Stranahan Mort- 
gage Tax bill, the State Printing Reform 


bill, and a supplementary tenement house 
reform bill. In addition there are about 
one hundred minor measures which it is 
likely will be allowed to creep through. 

The canal question is the most important 
one remaining to be settled. Party lines 
are broken down altogether, and it is a 
matter of what part of the State a legis- 
lator hails from rather than what his poli- 
tics are. The canal county men and the 
New York City Democrats can poll enough 
votes to pass the bill. The preliminary 
skirmishes on the question have revealed 
that in the Senate the Republicans are 
about evenly divided on the proposition, In 
the Assembly the anti-canal Republicans 
outnumber their adversaries about one- 
third. The New York City Democratic pro- 
canal vote, however, is expected to more 
than counterbalance this superiority. 

The progression of the Canal bill is at- 
tended with greater diffieulties than ordi- 
nary because, while the canal men out- 
number their adversaries slightly, the lat- 
ter faction includes the more prominent 
and powerful of the legislative leaders. 
Between this fact and the farmer opposi- 
tion to the cxpenditure of . $26,000,000 of 
State money, the fight is likely to be bitter. 
In all probability, however, the bill will 
have passed both hotses by Thursday if 
not before. The Governor will sign it, as 
he decided in conference before the bill 
was introduced that it was the best pos- 
sible measure for introduction. 

It is expected that the Greater New York 
Charter bill will not reach Albany until 
Saturday, April 20, the full fifteen days’ 
limit. The Legislature will not remain in 
session waiting for it, according to pres- 
ent plans. Instead it will take its usual 
Friday adjournment, and on _ recornvening 
on Monday night, April 22, will repass the 
rill. This done, adjournment day on Tues- 
day will be practically given up to the 
usual closing ceremonies and speeches. 

It is hardly expected now that a very de- 
termined attempt will be made to pass the 
Anti-Scalpers bill, which was lost last 
‘Yuesday by twelve votes. The State Print- 
ing bill is expected to arouse some oppo- 
sition from master printers of Albany and 
other places in the State, because of the 
fear that it narrow; the bidding to a very 
few and lessens possible profits to a great 
extent. There will be no opportunity for 
protests to be heard against the bill until it 
reaches the Governor, dDecause the Commit- 
tee on Rules now has full charge of all 
measures. The Governor, it is understood, 
cturts all possible prot«st to the bill.

THE CHINESE INDEMNITY. 


So far as a money indemnity is con- 
cerned, the suggestion made in Peking 
by the American Commissioner is sound 
enough, but there is practically little rea- 
gon to hope that it will be adopted. 

The difficulty with it is that the num- 
ber of troops each Power had actually 
engaged in the rescue of the legations 
and in the really difficult operations 
which preceded the rescue and made it 
possible, is not necessarily proportioned 
to the interests, real or assumed, of the 
respective Powers. It imay fairly be 
pleaded that the number of troops avail- 
able was determined by accident or by 
the nearness of other possessions. Ja- 
pan, of course, is a close neighbor of 
China. In her case her greater readiness 
does correspond to her greater substan- 
tial interest in China. But three years 
ago the United States would have had no 
troops near, and none at home to spare 
for such work. A battalion of marines 
would probably have been all that we 
should have contributed. And it can 
hardly be expected that Germany will 
consent wholly to ignore the really large 
expense she has incurred since the actual 
rescue in sending troops to China. It is 
true that her troops have been of very 
doubtful utility to even her own ends in 
China, but she may very well decline to 
take that view of the matter. The only 
value of the suggestion of our Commis- 
sioner is that it is definite and furnishes 
a starting point for discussion. 

As a principle of adjustment, the prop- 
osition of Great Britain that the money 
indemnity shall be waived, or reduced to

THE BOER LAWSUIT. 


The opinion of the Court in the injunc- 
tion suit brought by the Boer agents in 
New Orleans makes their conduct seem 
rather more strange than it did on their 
own statement of their motives. It now 
appears that they relied in their applica- 
tion for an injunction on the British pur- 
chase of mules on the treaty of Wash- 
ington and on the way in which their 
property rights in South Africa would be 
affected if the shipment of mules con- 
tinued and the British were thus enabled 
to keep up the war. It is a fine example 
of the self-restraint of the judiciary that 
Justice PARLANGE treats this amazing 
proposition with all seriousness. He dis- 
misses it without a smile. 

Unquestionably the time-honored doc- 
trine of the rights of neutrals which the 
United States maintained with great ear- 
nestness for so many years was sur- 
rounded with some difficulty and em- 
barrassment during our civil war, when 
so large a part of the resources of the 
Confederacy were derived from neutral 
trade through the blockade. But it is to 
the honor of our Government that in the 
final settlement by arbitration its claims 
against Great Britain were kept well 
within the lines of the ancient doctrine. 
No claim was made for trading in mili- 
tary stores and supplies, but for that 
fitting out of a warlike expedition which 
is recognized by all authorities as quite 
beyond legitimate limits, even the most 
liberal. The net result of the arbitra- 
tion, and of the treaty af Washington, 
by which it was arranged, was to leave 
the position of the United States just 
what it had been, while the principles we 
had contended for were greatly strength- 
ened in the general system of interna- 
tional law. It was, of course, absurd to 
suppose that our courts would at this 
late date lay down a view of the law, for 
the benefit of the Boers, in entire con- 
tradiction with those principles. 


TRUSTS AND MERGERS. 


The colloquial use of the term “ trust”’ 
to designate the merger of manufactur- 
ing properties is misleading. The combi- 
nations in which all classes of the Amer- 
ican publie are at the moment more in- 
terested than in any other one thing are 
not trusts, but actual and practically ir- 
revocable mergers. The property of the 
constituent companies passes to new cor- 
porations organized to acquire it. Noth- 
ing is trusteed, and the principle of the 
trust finds no application in such trans- 
actions. 

Five or six years ago the advantages 
of combining unprofitably competitive 
plants Began to attract attention. A few 
conspicuous examples of the successful 
application of this principle to the or- 
ganization of trades in which organiza- 
tion was possible had seemed to point 
the way to the solution of many anxicus 
industrial problems, by reducing the 
costs of production and distribution, reg- 
ulating output to the requirements of 
consumption, steadying prices, and bene- 
fiting manufacturer, dealer, and con- 
sumer. The recognition of these advan- 
tages, which were by no means illusory, 
ushered in the brief era of industrial 
trusts. A number of trades were organ- 
ized on this basis, and so far as the facts 
at hand show, all the trusts which were 
organized wisely and for the legitimate 
purpose of cheapening production by the 
extinguishment of as many intermediate 
profits as possible between raw materia? 
and finished product were beneficial to 
all in interest. The plan of the trust was 
a very simple one. The owners of a ma- 
jority of the stock of a manufacturing 
company, after due consideration of the 
details of valuation and apportionment, 
decided that their business could be bet- 
ter and more profitably managed by 
trustees than by their own officers. Ac- 
cordingly, their stock was turned over 
to the custody of trustees, who were also 
the trustees of the other companies to 
be brought under a central control. The 
shares thus trusteed were not extin- 
guished. The trust certificates issued 
against them entitled the holders to re- 
cover the pooled stock in the event of a 
dissolution of the trust. This was in 
many respects the ideal system of indus- 
trial consolidation. It worked well in 
practice and might with advantage have 
been carried out much more generally 
than it was. 

But between the political demagogues 
and the sensational newspapers, the pub- 
lic was made to believe that the trust was 
an ‘‘octopus” with many far-reaching 
tentacles; that it was a device by which 

the money power was riveting a collar 
on the neck of the body politic; that in 
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some mysterious way it would enslave 
labor, make the rich richer and the poor 
poorer, destroy the individuality of the 
individual, make the small capitalist the 
easy prey of the great capitalist, and for- 
ever prevent one who was not a capitalist 
of either class from becoming anything 
more than a wage earner at the pleasure 
of the representatives of aggregated niill- 
ions. Without waiting to seé if these 
gloomy predictions were in any sense 
warranted, public opinion—or what 
passed for such—arrayed itself against 
the principle of the trust, and in most 
States ill-considered laws were passed 
making trusts illegal and seeking to pre- 
vent the combination of corporations on 
any basis. 

As the result, the plan of the trust 
was abandoned, and in its place came 
the merger, which ushered in the most 
dangerous phase of the movement to safe+ 
guard industrial investments artificially. 
There is nothing tentative or experi- 
mental about the merger. It is irrevoca- 
ble until dissolved by liquidation or bank- 
ruptcy. When either of these things hap- 
pens the stockholder gets his share of 
what may remain after the creditors, the 
receiver, and the lawyers have been sat- 
isfied. As the rule, the promised econ- 
of consolidation have not been 
realized. Indeed, few of the theoretical 
advantages materialize in practice. The 
tendency is to rely too much upon the 
benefits of lessened competition and too 
little upon keeping up to the progress of 
the art the matter 
proved machinery. The phase of indus- 
trial development through which we are 
passing promises to be very instructive, 
but it seems to be a safe prediction that 
the great productive industries of the 
second quarter of the century will not 
consist of aggregations of old and par- 
tially obsolete plants which cannot prof- 
itably compete with one another; that in- 
ventories will not be padded as liberally 
as at present with what in the’ poetic 
metaphor of Wall Street are designated 
as “cats and dogs’”’; that capitalization 
will bear a closer relation to investment 
and to normal earning capacity than now 
seems necessary; and that the function 
of the professional promoter will wither 
and the corporation become more anid 
more a change of relative proportions 
which will be most consnjicuously ex- 
pressed in the shrinkage of the bankers’ 
“rake off.’’ Corporations which need to 
ke underwritten at a cost of millions will 
not command the confidence of the dis- 
creet investor. 

There is no great harm, perhaps, in 
calling things by wrong names, but the 
term trust as applied to such consolida- 
tions as are now forming in every trade 
is a misnomer. The term merger is at 
once more accurately descriptive and 
should convey to the popular mind a 
clearer idea of the nature of the union 
by which manufacturing plants are being 
brought together. The mergers are simp- 
ly great corporations which combine a 
number of smaller corporations by pur- 
chase, chiefly through the issue of their 
stock in exchange for the stock of the 
companies acquired. 
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The announcement made on behalf of 
the women of New York by Miss HELEN 
VARICK BOSWELL at the recent meeting 
of the Republican Club is calculated to 
awaken grave apprehension among those 
who are hopeful of redeeming New York 
from the disgrace and damage of Tam- 
many control. It was to the effect that 
*‘in the coming campaign we women are 
going to district the city. We are going 
to get acquainted with your wives and 
mothers and sweethearts, and we are go- 
ing to get them to worry you until you 
vote the way we want. We are going to 
have meetings right in your houses, so 
that you will vote for a cleaner and bet- 
ter city, and better opportunities for your 
children.” 

Assuming that Miss BosweELu spoke for 
a society or club of women, and correctly 
reflected their purpose, even with a 
proper allowance for exaggeration nat- 
ural under the circumstances, we can 
only express the hope that they will do 
none of the things threatened. More 
than one broad highway leading to un- 
desirable termini is said to be “ paved 
with good intentions,” and with thet 
greatest respect for the motives and pur- 
poses of the good women who are plan- 
ning to lend a hand in the work of re- 
deeming the city and securing it a better 
government, it is our duty to remind 
them that the methods which their en-, 
thusiasm would suggest and their inex- 
perience approve would either be barren 
of results or productive of possibly~ir- 
reparable damage to the cause in which 
they are deeply and commendably inter-~ 
“ested, The standards sure to be set up 
in a campaign of that nature are not 
only impracticable of attainment but 
they would not be considered desirable 
by tens of thousands of voters whose co- 
operation is needed in any successful ef- 
fort to redeem New York from control by 
a conspiracy held together by ‘the co- 
hesive power of public plunder.” Enthu- ’ 
siastic women reformers make up in per- 
sistence what they lack in discretion. 
Whatever is moderate and reasonable in 
the reformation by practicable steps of 
existing evils too often seems to these 
excellent exemplars of right living and 
wrong thinking a compromise with sin 
and a surrender to the devil. Inthe 
country village, where the local church 
influence is all powerful and those who 
do not respect it are social outcasts, this 
method of procedure has much to com- 
mend it; but in a great city, in no sense 
socially homogeneous, and where the 
sympathy and votes of a great multitude 
of good citizens who resent interference 
with liberty of action in matters which 
they have not been brought up to regard 
as abstractly sinful, the kind of cam- 
paign the women would give us if they 
undertook what Miss Boswz.u has prom- 
ised would insure Tammany a greater 
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majority than it could hope to get 
through any other influence. ; 

The usefulness of women in the great 
work of municipal reform will not be 
found .in imitating the methods of the 
Primrose League. We have a large class 
of voters who favor good government 
but are extremely distrustful of every- 
thing which savors of a return to the 
Puritanical standards of our early civili- 
zation. The anti-Tammany cause has 
much to fear from its friends. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


We are in receipt of a holographic— 
that’s such a good word!—of a holographic 
letter from Mr. JOHN CARROLL LATHROP, 
the ‘‘Second Reader” of the new Eddyite 
Temple on Central Park West, and in it— 
the letter—Mr. LATHROP presents what he 
Says are the exact facts in regard to the 
cornerstone miracle described by him to 
gaping multitudes the day the temple was 
opened. This version of the episode differs 
in several rather important details®we will 
not say from what Mr. LaturRop said, for 
that would be unkind, but from what every 
one of the large number of reporters who 
attended the opening exercises thought they 
heard him say. It turns what happened to 
the stone from an out-and-out miracle into 
not much, if anything, more than a queer 
and fortunate accident of the sort duplicated 
once or twice at least in the experience of 
us all. As told in the letter, there is noth- 
ing quite incredible in the story, and noth- 
ing very ridiculous except the importance 
which the writer attaches to the occurrence 
and his belief that it illustrates the work- 
ing of a mystical power. It would, there- 
fore, be to the interest of ‘ Christian 
Science’ to have the letter published, but 
we hesitate to print it, and for a very curi- 
ous reason. Mr. LATHROP writes a pretty 
and ladylike hand, but his—well, to be 
frank, his spelling is sometimes just the 
least bit peculiar. For instance, he twice 
writes the word ‘* Baptist’’ as ‘ Babtist.” 
As a rule we are willing to correct little 
things like that in communications other- 
wise acceptable, but we can hardly venture 
to edit the ‘“‘copy”’ of so important a per- 
sonage as a ‘‘ Second Reader,” of a person- 
age that is, who has won acceptance as a 
leader of men and women and the adept ex- 
pounder of a new and precious philosophy. 
There is, however, a way out of the diffi- 
culty. Let Mr. LATHROP and his associates 
give the manuscript a little ‘‘ absent treat- 
ment.’”’ No doubt they can exert their all- 
compelling influence on the ‘misspelled 
words and bring them under what he calls 
‘the rule of infinite Harmony.” As they 
stand at present they jangle terribly with 
that rule as crystallized in the dictionaries, 
and surely it ought to be as easy to edit a 
bit of paper as it was to edit a big block of 
granite. ‘Then think what an effect it 
would produce in this office if the letter, 
while safely in our possession, should sud- 
denly become ‘‘ copy ”’ of the sort to which 
our compositors are accustomed! Why, it 
might even change the tone of the “ Chris- 
tian Science ’’ paragraphs in this column. 
Mr. LATHROP should set his thinker to work 
at once. 


——Under the election law as it stands 
now the names of independent candidates 
to be voted for in a town, ward, or village 
can be printed on the official ballots only 
when 100 qualified electors certify to their 
desire for it. This provision works well 
enough in large towns, but in small vil- 
lages its effect is to make the nomination 
of independent candidates practically im- 
possible, for the very good reason that 
the required number of certificates cannot 
be secured, even if all except a very few of 
the qualified voters are opposed to the regu- 
lar candidates. The situation thus created is 
vastly to the liking of the village ‘“ ma- 
chines,”’ the leaders of which are always 
intensely regular, and therefore able, at 
caucuses attended by a scant dozen of their 
followers, to make the nominations they 
choose and then to snap their fingers in 
defiance of all opposition. For the purpose 
of remedying this gross and obvious evil 
Assemblyman JuLius H. Seymour, at the 
request of certain village statesmen of the 
respectable sort, has introduced a Dill 
amending the section of the law relating 
to independent nominations by adding, 
after the reference to certificates signed 
by 100 electors, the words, “or, in case 
such town, ward, or village shall contain 
less than 500 electors voting at the last 
preceding election before the making of 
such nominations, such independent nomi- 
nations can only be made by one-fifth or 
more of the total number of electors of 
such town, ward, or village, as shown by 
the poll books of the last previous elec- 
tion.’”” This change would deprive of much 
of their power scores of petty bosses in all 
parts of the State. Some of the worst 
of them exercise their despotic rule and 
work their more or less dishonest schemes 
just outside the limits of this city, copy- 
ing, of coutse, the methods of our own 
larger bosses as closely as circumstances 
will permit. The bill is likely to encounter 
opposition from politicians of this class, 
and opposition will probably be fatal at the 
present stage of the session, but the meas- 
ure is a good one, and even if it fails now 
it will be introduced again next year. It 
ought to be passed. 


—--Vastly to our disappointment, we have 
searched in vain through the columns of 
Forest and Stream for any line or word in 
egndemnation of trap shooting at live birds, 
or in praise of Senator SLATER’s bill to 
make that despicable and cowardly prac- 
tice iliegal in this State. It reports in 
minute and elaborate detail the recent con- 
tests at Inter-State Park, devoting page 
after page to the records made and using 
specially devised characters to show the 
flight peculiarities of each dove that was 
buichered by the marksmen, but the ac- 
companying text gives no hint of consider- 
ation for the animated targets, and no sign 
of recognition that the plain descriptions 
of the horrible brutalities committed there, 
as printed in this and other papers, have 
at last aroused public sentiment to a point 
that means the immediate abolition of 
pigeon shooti as a ‘sport.’’ In thus 
ignoring the most, the only, importart 
feature of the big ‘tournament,’ Forest 
and Stream makes a serious mistake. A 
glance at its advertising pages “explains 
the cmission, perhaps, but it does not ex- 
cuse it, even on the score of practical wis- 
dom, Forest and Stream is an excellent 
paper; it has supported many good causes, 
especially in relation to the protection of 
game, and it has always been credited with 
an intelligent- sympathy with sports and 
sportsmen of the best sort. It could, there- 
fore, better afford to offend the makers 
of guns and powders than to offend the 
large majority of decent men who use guns 
and powders. Every member of that ma- 


jority knows in hig heart that the shooting 


of captive pigeons ts a crime and an out- 
rage, and few of them have the hardthood 
to engage in it otherwise than under as- 
sumed names. Forest and Stream should 
wake up.its sleepy conscience. It needs 
and deserves the help of the rest of us in 
behalf? of its campaign for a law to pre- 
vent the sale of dead game, and, on the 
other hand, the rest of us need and deserve 
its help in putting an end to a form of 
cruelty unworthy of a civilized land and 
age. 


——Ranking well with the belief of the 
Filipino junta {in London that AGUINALDO 
either has been, or is about to be, sub- 
jected to excruciating tortures by the 
American authorities in Manila, is the sug- 
gestion, gravely put forth by The Spring- 


field Republican, that the report last week 
that the distinguished captive was beguil+ 
ing the tedium of imprisonment by exten+ 
sive purchases of jewelry is part of a de- 
liberate conspiracy to make AGUINALDO ri+ 
diculous. Considering that the only people

Those who, 
like the writer, have looked carefully and 
impartially into the life history of this re- 
markable Filipino patriot, not through the 
medium of a perverted American press, but 
from unbiased sources on his own soil, will 
not be led astray regarding this alleged 
childish buying of jewelry. A man whose 
sole aim for two years has been to vindi- 
cate the rights of his people against fearful 
odd# has not suddenly become absorbed in 
trinkets. Only the gullible will be baited 
by such alleged news, but the gullible seem 
to constitute a disheartening majority in 
regard to this whole Philippine barter.”

It has occurred to me that one of the 
exceptional opportunities that come to na- 
tions, as to individuals, presents itself just 
at this time to the several powers whose 
representatives are wrestling with the prob- 
lem of “ indemnity.” 

The cry of the people throughout the 
world is for peace, genuine, enduring peace. 
Will an act which wrings from a starving 
empire an enormous sum of money serve to 
bring to that empir))peace? Will not the 
unholy fires of hate revenge, and undying 
animosity still burn in the breast of the 
subjects of that country, when they see 
the money they need, and which might be 
retained in their own land, distributed to 
a number of foreign powers to enrich their 
treasuries, while impoverishing for years 
to come their own resources, and stimulat- 
ing a thirst for retaliation at some future 
time! ‘ 

Suppose, instead of this wholesale plun- 
der of a distressed and bankrupt country, 
the proposition should be made to then 
that the amount representing the demands 
of the powers should be collected and dis- 
tributed under the direction of duly ap- 
pointed representatives of the said powers, 
with the aid and co-operation of Chinese 
officials selected from the educated and 
enlightened citizens impartially through- 
out the empire’in such a way as to-benefit 
and instruct in all practical ways the ig- 
norant and degraded, the poor and the 
helpless; in establishing and operating 
various industries that would employ the 
laboring class in large numbers, opening 
of mines, and constructing railroads, tele- 
graph, and steamship lines, and thus de- 
veloping and nourishing internal systems 
of advancement and of National growth. 

Is not there a feeling the world over that 
what that podr distracted country needs 
to-day is the civilizing, humanizing influ- 
ence of the. practical application of the 
golden rule? Would it be an impossibility 
to civilize China bv extreme kindness, ra- 
ther than demanding the exaction of the 
“pound of flesh"? I throw’ this out in 
the way of a subject for thought.

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CHINAMAN’S SOLUTION — 
OFTHE CHINESE PROBLEM 


Views of Mr. Bosman (Ho Tung); 
Justice of the Peace of Hongkong. 


Suggests that Western Nations Use 
Indemnity to Open up the Middle 
Kingdom with Railroads. 


H. T. Bosman of Hongkong, accompanied 
by his wife and servant, is staying at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. No one would suspect Mr. 
Bosman’s identity from reading his auto- 
graph, which appears in a bold English hand 
upon the register; indeed,,it is hard to re- 
alize even after meeting him that he is an 
Asiatic in blood as well as by birth, al- 
though he has all the: physical characteris- 
tics of the Oriental. At home Mr. Bosman 
is better known as Mr. Ho Tung, and. he is 
one of the leading merchants of his native 
city as well as one of its most extensive 
property owners. ~ 

In manner, dress, andehabits of thought 
Mr. Bosman is altogether Occidental. He 
discusses in perfect English enterprises of 
large scope, with a mental grasp which 
equals that of his distinguished country- 
man, Wu Ting-Fang. But, although a fel- 
low-countryman, Mr. Bosman is not a com- 
patriot of Mr. Wu, being a British subject 
himself and a Justice of the Peace in his 
Majesty's service. 

Mr. Bosman is deeply interested in the 
trend of events, politically, in the Far East 
and discusses the somewhat anomalous 
position of the Chinese Empire with a free- 
dom which shows that he has given foreign 
relations a great deal of thought. To a 
reporter for THE New YorK TIMEs he said 
yesterday: 

“TI believe that this is the golden oppor- 
tunity for the introduction of Western 
ideas into the Middle Kingdom, and that 
the apparent disagreement of the powers 
on the amount of indemnity to be paid for 
the Boxer disturbances should lead to some 
sort of compromise having for its object 
the-development of undeveloped Asia, rath- 
er than the levying of a mere monetary 
fine, which could be raised by additional 
taxation, and in the end perhaps leave the 
real status of the country unchanged. I 
have a plan in my own mind which I think 
is worthy of the attention of the diplomats, 


because I believe it would be a civilizing 
influence. It is this: 

‘*Let the powers agree upon the amount 
of indemnity to be paid and then contract 
among themselves and with the Peking 


Government that the entire sum, say $200,- - 


000,000, shall be used for building railroads 
and for other internal improvements in 
China under the joint control of the pow- 
ers, to be queretee by them until the full 
amount of the investment is returned, and 
until China is in a position to become, by 
purchase, the sole owner of the improve- 
ments. 


THE VALUE OF RAILROADS. 


‘“‘ Railroads will do more to enlarge the 
perspective of the Chinese than any other 
one agency. They will cause the people of 
the interior to travel and to acquire that 
breadth of view which comes from con- 
tact with the world. Now, China ‘is in 
great need of railroads, while the rest of 
the world is clamoring for broader trade 
facilities. The situation seems to have 
been created for reciprocal negotiations 
along a certain line. Why not make this 
thought the dominating feature of future 


negotiations? All parties in interest should 
look to the future. 

‘* Railroads could be built by the powers 
on the basis of a 3 or 4 peF cent. cumulative 
interest-bearing indemnity bond until the 
claims of all the powers are paid. In after 
years a chance could be given fo China to 
acquire the properties out of the net earn- 
ings, after the .indemnity had been pro- 
vided for. Any surplus—and I believe there 
would be a surplus—could be used to de- 
velop more railroads. By that time the 
Chinese problem would have been solved. 
You have only to note what transportation 
lines have done for the United States to 
realize the truth of this assertion. In a 
few years the empire would be in touch 
with the whole world and a, recurrence of 
the Boxer troubles would be impossible. 

‘*Provision could be made that in the 
event of war between China and any other 
power, that power could withdraw, tempo- 
rarily, from the control of the railroads, 
although whatever monetary interest it had 
would be conserved by other foreign mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors or the Board 
of Control. 

“T honestly believe that the method out- 
lined is the only one that will insure the 
empire the internal improvements so much 
desired by Westermx’ powers within a rea- 
sonable time. It would do away with the 
effort of private parties or independent 
Governments, like Russia for instance, to 
secure concessions, One has only to under- 
stand the jealousies provoked by the Man- 
churian Hne to comprehend how jealous 
one nation is of any advantage secured by 
another in the Orient. Left to China alone 
railway construction will be a slow work 
indeed, especially if she must, perforce, pay 
an enormous indemnity with no provision 
for recuperation. 

“ At the first blush my scheme may seem 
impracticable, but when one comes to con- 
sider it carefully and calmly it is a very 
simple proposition. I dan’t see that there 
is any great difference hetween the man- 
agement of a corporatiom, by a Board of 
Directors composed of different nationali- 
ties, as is often the case, and the project 
which I advocate. In fact, the chances are 
more in favor of my plan because Direc- 
tors of corporations are invariably interest- 
ed parties, whereas the Directors of rail- 
roads built under international auspices 
would be disinterested persons nominated 
by. their respective Governments and would 
be stimulated not by hope of monetary re- 
ward so much as by a lofty patriotism and 
a determination to acquit themselves with 
honor. The Suez Canal affords a striking 
example of the feasibility. of the plan pro- 
posed. 

‘“T have not vet discussed the subject in 
this country. This will be my first public 
utterance, and if there are any defects 
would be pleased to have them pointed out. 
The people of China are conservative; they 
cling to old'methods, and I cannot empha- 
size too strongly the point that it will re- 
quire the civilizing influence of railroads 
and’ machinery to make them more pro- 
gressive. Trade and intercourse with the 
outside world is of far greater importance 
to the empire than the building up of a big 
military establishment. Of course, I believe 
that China will improve her military sys- 
tem and adopt more modern methods in ed- 
ueating soldiers for the defense of the coun- 
try. but that is a subsidiary matter. 

“With an open-door policy and the grad- 
ual enlightenment of the people there is not 
likely to be any war, and if there shoul 
be it would affect only the belligerent pow- 
ers, and trade with the rest of the world 
would go on just the same, subject, of 
course. to the rules of war as it would be 
carried on between two civilized nations.” 


CHINA AND THE UNITED STATES. 


“What is the feeling of the ruling classes, 
the statesmen of China, toward this coun- 
try?’’ Mr. Bosman was asked. 

“Extremely cordial,’”” was the reply. 
‘‘The moderation and consideration shown 
by the Government at Washington in mak- 
ing demands on the empire have already 
borne good fruit and will be of advantage 
to America for years to come. This country 
is much like China so far as its topography 
is concerned, and I look for it to be the 
favored nation when China is restored to 
peace. I do not say favored nation in the 
sense that laws will be made to that end, 
but even now China looks to Amertca as an 
excellent market and the possibilities of en- 
larging trade are practically limitless. The 
completion of your Nicaraguan Canal will 
give you a tremendous advantage, and no 
doubt the manufacturers of this country 
will grasp the opportunity. 

‘““There are someé things which your mer- 
chants have not learned yet, however, and 
you will do well to make a note of it. They 
sheuld_study the Chinese character to bet- 
ter purpose. For instance, the consumers 
over there are conservative, and they stick 
to ancient brands and trade marks. 
Chinaman is likely to buy goods of a cer- 
tain brand because he has always done so, 
even if he can get a better quality at a 
cheaper rate done up in a package with 
which he is unfamiliar. 

“It would pay to adopt certain plan 
which suits the Orient and adhere to it. 
Another thing, the people’ must have at 
least as good prices and quality as the 
prices and quality of Continental goods. 
All other things being equal, I think they 
would in course of time prefer to patron- 
ize America, but the sentiment is not 
strong enough to justify the belief that 
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they will pay exorbitant prices for goods * 
made in this country. 

‘*‘ America is not sufficiently represented 
Ld eommercial agents in the Orient. If it 
showed its characteristic enterprise and 
activity by sending able men over there to 
study the situation and associate them- 
selves with native merchants, the returns 
would, I have no doubt, be enormous. Both 
England*‘and Germany are far ahead of 
the United States in this respect.” 

“Do you believe that a high tariff policy 
on the part of this Government works an 
injury to trade relations with China?” 

““No, so long as your tariff is not dis- 
criminating China is able to hold her own 
with other empersins countries. As the 
balance of trade is against us, an export 
tax on your manufacturers would hugt us 
far more than an import duty on what 
we send over to this country.”’ 

‘““What market is there in China for 
agricultural machinery at the present 
time?"’ 

“It has been said that the Chinese 
farmer does not take readily to agricult- 
ural machinery. The reason is not far to 
seek. The cost is too great, 'n most cases 
prchibitive, and the farmer who has used 
primitive methods is not sure that it will 
work well. Although conservative, the 
Chinese are quick to see an advantage, and 
they do not always hesitate to abandon 
ancient customs.” 

This is Mr. Bosman’s second trip to 
America, although he was never in New 
York before. He is traveling for the pur- 
pose of taking observations and for the 
benefit of his health, and will extend his 
trip to Europe. He spoke feelingly of the 
death of Consul General Wildman, who 
was his personal friend, and also inquired 
after Capt. Richmond Pearson Hobson. 
whose acquaintance he had the pleasure of 
making while the latter was in Hongkong. 

Mr. Bosman has studied the American 
political system closely, and showed more 
knowledge of the relative functions of the 
States end the National Government than 
is possessed by many natives. 
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IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


MACEDONIA AND BULGARIA.—Even befor@ 
the arrest of the members of the Central 
Council of the Macedonian Committee in 
Sofia it had been announced in Vienna that 
such a course was the only way by which 
the new Bulgarian Government, in spite 
of its Macedonian proclivities, could ward 
off active intervention on the part of Rus- 
sia and Austria-Hungary, whose agree= 
ment to preserve the status quo of the 
Balkans still holds -good. A few days 
before the arrests, Dr. Vuitch, the new 
Servian Minister for Foreign Affairs, in 
a conversation with the editor of La Revue 
d’Orient in Belgrade, expressed his firm 
conviction that no other course was open 
to the Karavelist-Zankoffist Ministery of 
Bulgaria. 

“This Ministry,”’ he said, ‘“ finds itself 
confronted with an almost insurmountable 
financial problem, which requires imme- 
diate attention; even to lessen its difficul- 
ties requires a policy far removed from 
lending any encouragment to the Mace- 
donian revolutionists. Moreover, Servia and 
Roumania have suffered much from the 
unbridled license permitted the Macedonian 
Committee by the former Bulgarian Gov- 
ernment. The situation has become so 
alarming that Russia will be obliged to 
give heed to remonstrances from the Porte, 
and request that the Macedonian Commit- 
tee be suppressed. The Macedonian ques- 


tion is a task for the future; it can only 
be solved with the aid or consent of the 
powers. I have no intention of giving ad- 
vice to Bulgaria, but if the Macedonian 
Committee existed in Belgrade, the first 
thing that I would do would be to dis- 
solve it, by force if necessary, in order 
not only to avoid all difficulty with the 
powers, but with the other Balkan States 
as well.” : 

In regard to the exact sentiments of the 
new Bulgarian Ministry touching the 
Macedonian problem, it is now learned that 
while the Zankoffists are enthusiastic sup- 
porters of the committee, M. Karaveloft 
and his friends are unfavorably disposed 
toward that notorious body, and that this 
fact more than anything else caused the 
request from St. Petersburg regarding the 
dissolution of the committee to be more 
quickly responded to than would other- 
wise have been the case. It is also said 
that the system of extortion by Means of 
ap violence and biackmail practiced 
° 


y the committee was rapidly robbing it 

any real motives of patriotism, and 
that in many sections of Bulgaria the com- 
mittee had. flourished in its work because 
the people feared that any attempt to 
create an opposite movement would be ree 
sented by the Government. ’ 

Owing to the measures taken against the 
Macedonian Committee in Sofia, it is be- 
lieved that the real patriotic movement 
for the relief of Macedonia will take on @ 
more healthful aspect all over the Balkans, 
although fresh atrocities by the Turks in 
the province may yet show that, in spite 
of the arrests in Sofia, the committee is 
still a militant force capable of creating 
war in the Balkans.

ITALY AND THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE.—The 
recent declaration of the Italian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs that Italy’s members 
ship in the Triple Alliance in no wise con- 
strained her to maintain her navy and 
army at a certain standard, has been re- 
echoed in Berlin and Vienna, where the 
sentiment of the semi-official press is said 
to show plainly that both Germany and 
Austria-Hungary are prepared to see Italy 
continue in the Dreibund under modified 
conditions or withdraw altogether at the 
expiration of the term. The attitude of 
and Vienna toward Italy 
seems to be inspired solely by a spirit of 
benevolence and sympathy, although it is 
pointed out that the isolation of the pene 
irsula, even with some sort of a Francoe 
Italian entente to fall back upon, would be 
much more expensive to Italy in the long 
run that the present arrangement. 

The North German Gazette, which ig von 
Biilow’s personal organ, declares that “the 
allies of Italy have never imposed con- 
Ccitions or even expressed desires to Italy 
regarding the employment of the Italian 
Army.” Moreover, the treaty of the Triple 
Alliance leaves the three allied powers per- 
fectly at liberty in the matier of employ- 
ment of their forces by land and sea. | 

‘*Should one of these powers,’’ continues 
the Gazette, ‘‘deem it wise in its own in- 
terests to redrce its army, such a step 
would not be incompatible either with the 
letter or the spirit of the treaty.” 

The Budapesti-Hirlap, the leading Hun- 
garian newspaper, after designating the 
Dreibund as a “ hothouse plant of the most 
artificial growth,” says: ‘‘ Thanks to the 
Triple Alliance we have lost the French 
market, which offered an excellent opening 
for the sale of our cattle, our flour, and our 
timber. On the other hand, we have beem 
obliged to favor Italian wines, which have 
well-nigh ruined our own vinicuiture, while 
Germany interprets the veterinary conven- 
tion in a manner that renders the stipula- 
tions of the treaty_of commerce altogether 
illusory. Finally, Hungarians, in the true 
spirit of self-sacrifice, have _ subordinated 
their keen sympathies for France to the 
obligations of decorum imposed upon them 
by the Triple Alliance, for which, however, 
they have got no thanks.”

THE RUSSIANIZATION OF FINLAND.—The 
stories recently sent out from St. Peters- 
burg to the effect that signs were become 
ing evident that. the people in the Grand 
Duchy were divided among themselves on 
the question of Russianization have been in 
a measure confirmed by The Finland Bul- / 
letin, a brochure published in London for 
the purpose of circulating information ree 
lating to Finland and its people. Its cure 
rent number records an incident which it 
says is significant of the effect which Rus- 
sian encroachments on the constitutional 
rights and privileges of the Finnish populae 
tion have already produced. 

A deputation of thirty farmers from dif« 
ferent parts of the country arrived recent« 
ly in Helsingfors for the purpose of pree. 
senting to the Finnish Senate an address 
expressing their disapproval of the Senate’s 
policy of promulgating all ordinances ree - 


ceived from St. Petersburg without rere 
to their legality or to the unconstitutional 


_methods by which they _may have been 


brought into existence. The address had 
particular reference to the new army pro<- 
posals and the scheme for the introduction 
of the Russian customs tariff. 

When, however, the spokesman of the 
deputation waited privately on the ‘Viee 
President of the Senate he was told that if 
he persisted in his intention of presenting 
the —e it would be necessary to com- 
municate with the Governor General, wha 
was then in St. Petersburg, and that thera, 
was no dqubt that he would treat the ads: 
dress as a revolutionary act. After this re~. 
buff fourteen Senators were interviewe 
individually, and only three indicated thei 
intention of taking up a firm attitude when 
the questions relating to the promulgation 
of illegal ordinances arose. “‘ The suspicion 
has been aroused,’ The Finland Bulletin 
adds, ‘‘ that the Senators are out af ¢euch 
with the people.” 
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RESIGNING PROFESSORS 
ACCUSE MR. MacCRACKEN 


New York University Chancellor’s 
Action Called Unjust. 








All School of Pedagogy Chairs Vacant— 
Miss Helen Gould and Other Ladies’ 
Advisory Board Members Dissat- 
isfied with Instruction Given. 





The three members of the Faculty of the 
School of Pedagogy of the New York Uni- 
versity who resigned from their professor- 
ships a few days ago issued a statement 
yesterday in which they characterize cer- 
tain action of Chancellor Henry M. Mac- 
Cracken and members of the University 
Council as ‘“‘ unjust and unwarranted,” and 
in which intimation is made of neglect 
of duty on the part of the Chancellor. 

It develops, furthermore, that the entire 
Faculty of the School of Pedagogy has vir- 
tually resigned, and that this action was 
taken because of a resolution of a special 
committee of the University Council passed 


on April 4 to the effect that in May ail 
chairs of the school not then vacated by 
resignation should be declared vacant by 


the Council. 

An interesting feature of the whole con- 
troversy is the fact that visits of investi- 
gation were made to the classes of some 
members of the La- 
Advisory Committee of the Council, 
whom Miss Helen Miller Gould, 
Mrs. Henry Draper, and Mrs. Eugene 
Smith are mentioned, and that these 
men complained that the instruction given 
by the professors was not up to a suffi- 
ciently high standard.

and Professor of the Institute of Peda- 
gogy; Samuel Weir, Professor of the His- 


tory of Education and of Ethics; Edward 
Franklin Buchner, Professor of Analytical 
Psychology; Charles Hubbard Judd, Profes- 
sor of Physiological and Experimental 
Psychology; Frederick Monteser, Professor 
of Sociology in Its Relation to Education, 
and Linnaeus Edford La Fetra, Lecturer 
on Physiological Pedagogics. 

Of these, Messrs. Weir, Buchner, and 
Judd sent word to the newspapers Friday 
night that they had resigned. Mr. Judd 
telephoned the New York newspapers yes- 
terday afternoon requesting that they send 
reporters to the Empire Hotel to receive a 
statement these three professors would give 
out. Mr. Judd stated that the signed doc- 
ument spoke for itself, and that he and his 
colleagues had nothing further to say. 

STATEMENT BY THE PROFESSORS. 

The statement was as follows: 

* There been long-continued 
egreements within the Faculty of Pedagogy 
on points of general policy. The advice of 
the Chancellor on these matters could not 
be obtained, the Chancellor has de- 
clined to attend Faculty meetings for more 
than a year, and has not attended more 
than two or three times during the last 
three years. Appeals made to the authori- 
ties of the university on matters of gen- 
eral policy were not taken up for definite 
consideration until in February of this 
year, when two long hearings were held 
before a council committee, consisting of 
Chancellor H. M. MacCracken, Dr. George 
Alexander, Chairman; Willis Fletcher John- 
son, Secretary; Henry Van Schaick, and a 
number of the ladies of the Woman's Ad- 
visory Committee, including Mrs. Henry 
Draper, Miss Helen M. Gould, and Mrs. 
Eugene Smitn. These hearings deait with 
questions of administration and curricu- 
lum. ‘ 

“After these two hearings, and after’a 
meeting of the council of the university on 
March 4, the Chancellor announced to the 
members of the Faculty that he had ac- 
cepted the resignation of the Dean of the 
School of Pedagogy from the Deanship. 
The Chancellor also sent word to one of 
the members of the Faculty that the gen- 
eral theory of reconstruction would make 
it necessary to vacate his chair, in order 
to make room for a new Dean. 

‘The member who was thus to be super- 
seceded made an effort to find out the grounds 
of this theory of reconstruction. He was in- 
formed that no criticisms of his academic 
work and conduct had been communicated 
to the Chancellor. The only semblance of 
a reason for the theory appeared in cer- 
tain vague and indefinite impregsions en- 
tertained by some of the membérs of the 
Woman's Advisory Committee. The other 
two members of the Faculty made an ef- 
fort to find out the grounds of this theory 
of reconstruction. They were unable to 
tind reasons other than those already stat- 
ed, excepting the additional fact that the 
Chancellor had not in the beginning favored 
the appointment of this professor. They 
accordingly entered a vigorous. protest, 
both in person and by correspondence, to 
the Chancellor and Dr. George’ Alexander, 
against what they regarded as an unwar- 
ranted and unjust line of action. 

“The committee of the ¢gouncil, includ- 
ing the members of the Woman’s Advisory 
Committee, then held on April 4 a meeting 
and passed a resolution to recommend to 


have dis- 


as 


the council that the chairs of all pro- 
fessors of the Faculty of Pedagogy not 


vacated by resignation be declared vacant 
by the council at its May meeting. It 
should be noted that fhis resolution ap- 
plies not merely to the three professors 
who have resigned, but to all professors 
in the School of Pedagogy. 

**On learning of this action on the part 
of the council committee, the members of 
the Faculty made an effort to get into cor- 
respondence with the Chancellor and secure 
some statement of the grounds of this 
latest action. The Chancellor withheld 
ihe information requested, whereupon 
Profs. Weir, Buchner, and Judd resigned 
from the university. The following js a 
copy of the resignation sent by each of 
the professors to the Chancellor: 

To the Chancellor of New York University: 

Because of long-continued dissatisfaction with 
@ie administration of the School of Pedagogy, and 
because I have learned that the repeated efforts 


of certain members of the Faculty to im- 
prove this administration, while they have 
met with a= sufficient degree of official 
approval to mark these efforts as _ thor- 


oughly justifiable, have, notwithstanding, result- 
ed in a resolution on the part of a committee of 
the University Council to recommend that the 
chairs of all Professors of the School of Peda- 
gogy be vacated at the May meeting of the coun- 
cil, I therefore resign my Professorship in the 
university, this resignation to take effect at the 
close of this univarsity year. 

I respectfully request that an official state- 
ment of the fact, which has been at different 
times informally stated, that my acadsmic work 
and conduct as a Professor in the university have 
been satisfactory, be sent to me at once. 

WHAT MR. MACCRACKEN SAYS. 

Chancellor MacCracken told a NEw YorK 
TIMES reporter, who saw him at his home 
at University Heights yesterday afternoon, 
that these resignations had been made to 
the newspapers before they had to him, for 
he did not receive the letters untii Satur- 
day afternoon. The Chancellor gave the re- 
porter a full statement of the conditions at 
the School of Pedagogy, which is located 
in the University Building, on Washington 
Square, and in which there are nearly 300 
students. He said: 

**The statement of the professors is about 
as near right as such things usually are. 
They intimate that I neglected my duty in 
not attending their Faculty meetings. That 
is not correct, for I am under no obliga- 
tions to attend their meetings. I have ten 
Faculties under me, and it is impossible 
for me to attend all their meetings. Each 
Faculty has its own presiding officer, and 
I seldom attend their sessions. 

*‘ For a long time there have been violent 
differences of opinion among the professors 
in this School of Pedagogy. It is a com- 

varatively new institution, and its policy 

ad to be worked out. There were six mem- 
bers of the Faculty, and they split even in 
voting upon a number of matters of ad- 
ministration and other affairs of minor 
importance. I admonished them a year ago 
to settle their differences, for the ques- 
tions at issue were not those of principle, 
but of policy. 

“The principal difficulty was over the 
question of establishing a Review of Peda- 

ogics. Our Department of Medicine pub- 
fis es a medical review, and it was pro- 

osed to publish a similar magazine in the 
Behool of Pedagogy. The Facuity had not 
been asked by the Council of the University 
to do this, but had taken it up voluntarily. 
The Council had no objection, however, to 
the establishment of such a periodical, ana 
the Faculty had gone so far as to secure a 
publisher. 

“Then arose the question of how the 
magazine should be conducted. Questions 
of what departments should have most at- 
tention, and a. lot of little things that in 
reality amount to nothing. But over this 
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subject there was crimination and recrimi- 
nation in abundance. This question of 
such minor importance to the cause of 
education split the Faculty in a way 
that could not be patched up. 

“The other mooted questions were, first, 
the vpaatter of what the relations of the 
Dean to the other members of the Faculty 
should be, questions of precedence, of rank, 
&c.; the other, what should be the entrance 


requirements for admittance into the 
school. There were other minor differ- 
ences of opinion, but upon these. three 


points there was a complete schism. 

“When it was found that the six men 
could not come to an agreement, I sug- 
gested to them a plan of compromise. Un- 
der this plan, one member of the Faculty 
was to resign—one who had never been 
considered up to the requisite standard of 
attainment—the Dean to be _ superseded, 
and this new presiding officer was to set- 
tle the questions at issue. It was hoped 
that by the submission of the questions at 
issue to this new party the work of the 
school could go ahead in harmony. 


RADICAL ACTION TAKEN. 


** But the bickerings and disputes contin- 
ued. The professors were found to be of 
irreconcilable views. It was then decided 
to take the question up in the University 
Council. It had been practically agreed 
by the Chairman of the special committee 
of the council and myself that the only 
way out of the trouble would be to ask 
for the resignations of all the professors 
and begin with a new set of teachers. 

‘““We were in no disposition to hurry in 
our consideration of the subject, for we 
wanted the men to remain until the close 
of the current college year, and the_in- 
vestigation might just as well come late 
in the term. The ‘new theory of construc- 
tion’ referred to by the professors was 
the compromise suggested by me. 

‘“One of the professors was found to be 
distinctly beneath the standard of attain- 
ment required in the school. Some of the 
women of the Advisory Committee are able 
critics of educatioral methods, and they 
attended some of the lectures of the pro- 
fessors. They were not at all pleased with 
what they found in the case of this pro- 
fessor. It was suggested that he with- 
draw from the Facutly without any one 
ever knowing why, and this would make 
it possible to settle the disputed questions. 
He would not do so, however. t says in 
this paper that I had opposed the appoint- 
ment of this professor. It is true, and I 
had never since become convinced that he 
was a suitable man for the place. 

‘I suppose these men sent their resig- 
nations to the newspapers in order to ap- 
peal their cases to the public, and attempt 
to liken it to the Leland Stanford case. 
But here the universtty has not taken the 
initiative. We asked the men to settle 
their own differences, and they failing, we 
had to intervene. 

** Profs. Shaw, La Fetra, and Monteser 
have placed themselves in our hands, this 
amounting to resignations. We will next 
mcnth elect a new Dean and establish a 
pelicy. Those of the old professors who 
wish to come in under the new policy will 
doubtless be accepted. We have three men

The Rev. Mr. Crowder was formerly set- 
tled in Stamford, Conn. While preparing 
for his work as an Episcopal clergyman he 
has been attached to the Pro-Cathedral, in 
Stanton Street. The Rev. Mr. Chorley is 
at present acting as a lay reader in Christ 
Church, Yonkers. 


PASTOR’S SALARY TOO SMALL. 


Wherefor the Rev. Mr. Heiniger Re- 
signed from His Jersey City Church. 


The Rev. John Heiniger, pastor of the 
First German Evangelical Church, Jersey 
City, said last night that there’ was no 
truth in the report that he was deposed 
from the pastorate of that church. 

“The story simply could not be true,” 
said he, “ for the reason that I resigned as 
pastor of that church early in April, and 
preached my farewell sermon on Easter 
Sunday. It is true that the Rev. Emil A. 
Meury is to preach in the First Church to- 


night, just as a minister from Bayonne 
preached there this morning. And _ while 
Mr. Meury is to preach in the First Church 
his pulpit will be supplied by the Rev. Gott- 
leib Andreae from St. John’s Evangelical 
Church, and I, being without a charge at 
present, will fill the place of Mr. Andreae. 
All this has been done by the Classis, of 
which I am still a member. As to my rea- 
son for resigning as pastor of the First 
Church, it is very simple. They could only 
afford to pay me 475 a month, they said, 
and as I could not support my family as 
befits a minister on that sum, I concluded 
to resign.”’ 

At the conclusion of the service at the 
First Church last night, the Rev. Mr. Meury 
announced that it was his duty, by order of 
the Classis, to declare the pulpit vacant. 
This, he said, was done in compliance with 
the rubric, Mr. Heiniger having resigned 
as pastor. No charges, he said, had been 
made to the classis against Mr. Heiniger, 
and all reports to that effect were false.

PARIS, April 14.—‘‘ Among the Boer pris- 
oners who recently arived in Lisbon from 
Lorenzo Marques,’ says a dispatch from 
the Portuguese capital, ‘‘was a young 
American, Randolph Martinsen. He was 
captured by the British, but released as an 
American on promising not to fight again. 
Subsequently he was arrested in Lorenzo 
Marques at the request of the British au- 
thorities under suspecion of being a Boer 
agent.

FREDERICK WILLIAM IN VIENNA. 


Francis Joseph Entertains the Crown 
Prince of Germany. 

VIENNA, April 14.—Crown Prince Fred- 
erick William of Germany arrived in 
Vienna this morning, in acceptance of an 
invitation from Emperor Francis Joseph, 
who, with the Austrian Archdukes, greeted 
him at the railway station. A large and 
enthusiastic concourse awaited his arrival. 
Subsequently the Emperor received the 
Crown Prince in private audience and later 
returned his visit. 

During the afternoon, and amid popular 
demonstrations of the most friendly char- 
acter, the Crown Prince drove to the Cap- 
uchin Mausoleum, where, on behalf of Em- 
peror William, he deposited wreaths on the 
tombs of Empress Elizabeth, Crown Prince 
Rudolph and Archduke Albrecht, y 

At five o’clock a State banquet in his 
honor was given at the Hofburg, attended 
by the members of the imperial house, the 
Ministers and the members of the Diplo- 
matic Corps. The Emperor, in_ proposing 
a toast to the Crown Prince, said he hoped 
the visit would knit still closer the per- 
sonal and political relations of the two 
imperial houses. The Crown Prince made 
a suitable acknowledgement. A reception 
followed, and then all attended a gala per- 
formance at the opera, 

The Crown Prince a Composer. 

VIENNA, April 14.—Crown Prince Fred- 
erick William recently composed a selec- 
tion for the violin which, in the opinion of 
experts, shows considerable merit. While 
at the University of Bonn he will continue 
his study of the violin. 





NEW PROVINCE OF CAPIZ. 


Philippine Commission Will Establish 


Civil Government To-day. 

CAPIZ, Island of Panay, P. L, April 14.— 
The people of this section of Partay flocked 
to Capiz to-day, on foot and in carriages, 
to meet the members of the United States 
Philippine Commission, and to attend the 
explanation of the principles upon which 
provincial government is to be established 
here to-morrow. Thousands were present 
at the meeting held in the theatre. 

Representatives of the natives asserted 
that the Federalist movement, combined with 
the liberality of the laws being enacted 
by the commission, has caused the recent 
rapid pacification in the northern part of 
the island. 

The Province of Capiz has suffered great- 
ly from war, rinderpest, and locust plagues, | 
and popular sentiment is unanimously ‘In 
favor of peace and civil government. :

LONDON, April 15.—Considerable surprise 
has been caused here by the statement of 
The Sunday Special yesterday, that the 
Marquis of Headfort was privately mar- 
ried during the present month to Miss Rosa 
Boote of the Gaiety Theatre, and that they 
are now staying at Folkestone. It was gen- 
erally understodd that the marriage had 
been postponed, and that the Marquis 
would go abroad.

No Funds from Irishmen in America. 
LIMERICK, April 14.—John Daly, Mayor 
of Limerick, in the course of an address

FUNSTON SUBJECT OF SERMON. 


The Rev. Frederick Campbell De- 
nounces the Methods Employed 
te Capture Aguinaldo. 

“Did Funston do Right?” was ithe sub- 
ject of a sermon preached last night in the 
Westminster Presbyterian Church, Clinton 
Street and First Place, Brooklyn, by the 
Rev, Frederick Campbell. After praising 
the courage, the heroism, and motives of 
Gen. Funston in the expedition which re- 
sulted in the capture of Aguinaldo, the 
Filipino chieftain, the preacher severely 


criticised the methods employed to make 
a prisoner of the leader of the insurrec- 
tionists. 

‘““It would have been much better,” said 
Mr. Campbell, “if our great, heroic, and 
in Many respects noble, 'unston, had said: 

I will succeed only while I have honor on 
my side.’ Then though he had died he 
would always have lived in fame as a. man 
who had died honorably in the service of 
his country: If he had succeeded he would 
have been hailed as a hero and as a man 
worthy of being named as an example for 
our children. That this good and grand and 
self-sacrificing man did right in some par- 
ticulars and accomplished a worthy pur- 
pose does not excuse him in using forgery, 
deception, and falsehood.”’ 

In his introduction, Mr. Campbell made it 
plain that he approved of the attitude of 
the United States toward the Philippines 
and expressed the belief that we were do- 
ing God’s work in the islands. 

‘Gen. Funston, in capturing Aguinaldo,” 
he said, ‘‘ proved himself a servant of the 
people, a servant of God. But is it not 

ossible for us to say that this deed may 

ave been accomplished in a way that was 
morally wrong in the sight of God and ac- 
cording to the teachings of the Bible?”’ 

Mr. Campbell then told how the expedi- 
tion headed by Gen. Funston was planned 
and how Aguinaldo was captured, saying 
that Funston and his men had gone to the 
Filipino leader “with a lie in their 
mouths.”’ 

“Now,” he said, ‘‘ did Funston do right? 
Is it right to He? Is it right to use forgery, 
to use deception? 

“Had Aguinaldo said and done the same 
things and had he used the same means 
in capturing Funston or MacArthur, the 
American papers would have been intense- 
ly indignant.”’ 

Mr. Campbell concluded by saying that if 
our soldiers should get the idea that under- 
hand raethods are right in war they would 
bring them back into business and daily 
life, thus lowering the standard of honor.

SIR EDWARD W. WATKIN DEAD. 


LONDON, April 15.—Sir Edward William 
Watkin, ex-Chairman of the Southeastern 
Railway, the Manchester, Sheffield and 
Lincolnshire Railway, and the Metropolitan 
ard East London Railway, died yesterday. 


Sir Edward was born in 1819. He was 
engaged in his father’s London warehouse 
from the time he was ten years old, until 
1845, when he was appointed Secretary to 
the Trent Valley Railread Company. From 
this post he came by stages to be General 
Manager of the London and Northwestern 


Ccmpany, Director and Chairman of the 
Manchester, Sheffield and Lincolnshire 
Railway, President of the Grand Trunk 


Railway of Canada, Chairman of the South 
Eestern, and Director of the Great West- 
ern and Great Eastcrn Companies. 

While he was President of the Canadian 
Read he undertook, at the instance of the 
Duke of Neweastle, negotiations with the 
five British North American provinces, 
which resulted in the passage of the Con- 
federation act and the establishment of the 
union tetween the provinces. For this 
service he was knighted. Subsequently he 
was made a Baronet, in consideration “ of 
the services he has 1endered in the develop- 
ment of commerce and the railroad indus- 
tries in the United Kingdom and the colo- 
nes. 

At one time during the regotiations with 
the provinces the Duke of Nevcastle, for 
the Government, refused to ratify on be- 
half of the Government the purchase of the 
Hudson Bay Territory. For a time it 
looked as though the negotiator would have 
that expanse of territory on his own hands. 

Sir Edward was a member of Parliament 
since 1857, during late years for Stockport 
anqd Hythe. He was High Sheriff for 
Chéshire and a Magistrate. He was inti- 
uate with Disraeli, Cobden. end Salisbury, 
and h#d been a fri*nd to D'ckenrs. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


John Henry Benham. 
John Henry Benham, who was credited 


with being the youngest officer of the civil” 


war, died Thursday last after a brief ill- 
ness, in San Francisco. He was born in 
Oswego, N. Y., in 1854. At the age of thir- 
teen he shipped as cabin boy in the bark 
Ocean and made a trip around Cape Horn. 
At the outbreak of the war he was ap- 
pointed Second Lieutenant of Company E 
of the Naval Brigaie commahded by Col. 
Bartlett, and later was in charge of the 
party that went out under fire to recover 
the body of.Major Winthrop, one of the 
first victims of the war. 

After the Naval Brigade had been dis- 
banded he served with the Ninety-ninth 
New York Volunteers ard later with Gen. 
Baker's brigade, participating in many of 
the famous battles He was at one time 
an officer in Gen. Hancock's reserve corps, 
and for a period served on his statf with 
Major (now President) McKinley. He 
served throughout the war and was known 
to his companions as ‘‘ Dare Deyil Harry,” 
because of his exploits. 

At the close of the war he was appointed 
a Lieutenant in the regular army and 
served in Texas awd Montana. [In 1870 he 
retired from the army. and s nee that time 
had been connected with the Pullman Pal- 
ace Car Company. He leaves a brother, 
Cc. P. Benham, of 54 St. Nicholas Avenue.

Philip W. Frank. 

Philip W. Frank of 130 East Seventy- 
eighth Street died at his residence at noon 
yesterday from a complication of diseases. 
He had been ill for the past three years, 
and for several months had been confined 
to his bed. He was born in Bavarta, and 
came to this country when only eight years 
old. He was in the men’s furnishing goods 
business, in which he made considerable 
money, and retired early in the sixties. On 
Dec. 1, 1895, he celebrated his golden wed- 
ding. but on Nov. 25, 1898, his wife died 
and he never recovered from the shock of 
her death.

The funeral! will take place 
to-morrow morning at 9:30 o'clock, from the 
Temple Emanu-El, of which church he was 
a member. The interment will be in Salem 
Fields, Cypress Hills. 


James G. Berret. 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—Col. James G. 


Berret, ex-Mayor cf Washington and one 
of its best-known citizens, died here to- 
day, aged eighty-six years. He was a na- 


tive of Baltimore and had been twice a 
member of the Maryland Legislature,. and 
in 1858 and in 1860 was elected Mayor of 


Washington as a Democrat. Col. Berret 
had the friendship and esteem of many 
public men, both Democrats and Repub- 


licans. He was Chairman of the Inau- 
guaral Committee when President Cleve- 
land was inaugurated the second time, and 
during both the Cleveland administrations 
was always a welcome caller at the White 
House. 

On Aug. 26, 1861, Col. Berret, by order of 
Secretary Seward, was arrested as a South- 
ern sympathizer, the charge against him 
being that he had written “ certain letters 
containing treasonable utterances against 
the United States Government.'" He was 
sent to Fort Lafayette in New York Har- 


bor and held there for two weeks as a 
military prisoner. When President Lin- 
colr heard cf the arrest he ordered Col. 
3erret’s discharge.

ON THE LONDON EXCHANGE. 


LONDON, April 14.—Activity on the 
Stock Exchange last week was practically 
confined to the American department and 
the mining markets. There is a general! im- 
pression that it would be advisable to await 
the forthcoming budget statement before 
entering upon fresh transactions. The mare 
kets on the whole keep firm in spite of the 
limited dealings and of the settlement, 
whieh passed off without excitement. The 
close of the week showed a fairly good 
tendency in all departments. 

Consols were steady and finished one-six- 
teenth better, in spite of the general .ex- 
pectation that the Government will shortly 
announce its intention to raise #£50,000,000 
by a new issue. Foreigners were mostly 
higher, owing to the strength of the Paris 
Bourse, which was favorably affected by 
the rumored copper deal. 

Americans were the active feature of the 
market throughout the week, although the 
changes were not so great as might have 
been expected from the way prices fluctu- 
ated. On Tuesday they opened from two to 
six points lower, but afterward recovered 
‘under moderate buying. The settlement 
showed that there is not much flodting 
stock left in this market. Northern Pacific 
and Chicago, Milwaukee anc St. Paul have 
been especially scarce for dcvery since the 
settlement.

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FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Saturday’s bank statement disposed of 
a long list of dismal Wall Street fore- 
casts, professional speculators for a fall 
having been sure that Clearing House 
surplus reserves were to be still further 
impaired if not wholly extinguished; and 
upon this theory short interest in the 
market had been much extended. Thus 
when the official figures showed an in- 
crease the effect was logically reflected 
jn new market strength. It is improb- 
able, however, that we have reached the 
end of tight-money speculation, for bear 
traders have been too long devoted to 
that especial bugaboo to abandon it just 
for the mere fact that has become ridicu- 
Jous. They have clung to it for months; 
it has strutted aggressively a dozen 
times lately—Chinese complications, for- 
eign sales of American stocks, the new 

xerman loan, anachronistic “‘ April set- 
tlements,” hardening exchange rates, 
and “special transaction” gold exports; 
these, and more, have-figured in the dole- 
ful “arguments.’”* And not one distress 
of them all has done any damage what- 
soever. 

Perhaps, after all, the foremost bank- 
ers of New York may know something 
about the business they are in—possibly 
their confidence that money market con- 
ditions are healthful need not be set 
aside for the “points” of boisterous 
traders losing money short of stocks. 


New York bank clearings rose last 
week more than a hundred and forty- 
eight millions beyond a total of $2,000,- 
000,000. Never before was the two-bill- 
ion mark reached, and only in the phe- 
nomenal developments of this year has 
such an aggregate been closely ap- 
proached. In the corresponding week 
last year the total fell somewhat short of 
$1,000,000,000, there being an increase of 
125 per cent. Not in New York alone— 
not reflective of Wall Street operations— 
is this reflex of business activity appear- 
ing. Practically every part of the coun- 
try is joined in the development. Clear- 
ances at Chicago are 15 per cent. larger 
than at this time last year, St. Louis has 
gained 21 per cent., New Orleans 28, 
Boston 31, and Baltimore 61; and in 
large majority the smaller cities show 
expansion of 25 per cent. and over, the 
average for the whole country rising ma- 
terially higher than that. Prosperity is 
not in hiding.

MR. MORGAN AND MEXICO. 


It was stated yesterday at the Waldorf- 
Astoria, where active Wall Street men 
most meet on Sundays, that the visit of 
Mr. J. P. Morgan to Europe has somewhat 
to do with the interests of Mexico. It is 
even cuggested that President Diaz has 
commissioned the New York,financier to 
scund powerful foreign interests upon 
pians that may lead to the establishment 
of a new Mexican Government financial 
pelicy—even a movement along conserva- 
tive lines toward the establishment of the 
gold standard. This is not wholly a new 
Wall Street topic; when the last Mexican 
funds were subscribed for by financial in- 
terests here and abroad, closely affiliated 
with J. P. Morgan & Co., it became popular 
expectation that some sequel of unusual 
importance must ensue. Till row, however, 
no specific f@recast has been current. 

Mexican railway securities have lately 


keen much in evidence among New York 
Stock Exchange transactions. Mexican 
Central shares, under the leadership of 
William. H. Stow, who has intimate Stand- 
ard Oil relations, has advanced 10 points, 
and the same company’s bond issues have 
made substantial gains, coincident with re- 
=— that Mr. Stow's purchases are pre- 
iminary to the transfer of the property 
to the Rock Island, Atchison, or some. other 
United States systcm. Mr. Stow himseif 
has declined to discuss any of the various 
staten ents purporting to quote the pur- 
poses of himself and associates, though 
that something out of the usual im ends 
shown by calls upon the part of the prés- 
ent management for proxies to be voted 
upon at the approaching annual meeting. 

a ha e activity and strength dis- 
layed: in exican Central securities, new 
ife suddenly developed at the close of last 
week in the stock of the Mexican National 
Railroad. Tens of thousands of shares were 
dealt in and some of the most prominent 
houses in Wall Street were open buyers, 
quotations hardening consequently. Ex- 
planatory reports discussed included the 
suggestion that Messrs. Speyer & Co., who 
have just become controlling stockholders 
in the property, have developed plans to 
make the Mexican National a much more 
important system than hitherto, proposing 
to make it standard gauge throughout and 
place one of the most successful railway 
managers of this country at its head. One 
report has it that H. E. Huntington is to 
take an active part in the property's de- 
velopment. Whatever Messrs. Speyer de- 
termine can, of course, be relied upon to be 
progressive. Intelligent enterprise, sup- 
ported by ample capital, can revolutionize 
any "Mexican peopeey quickly, and in this 
instance the problem is far less difficult 
than the average, for the record of the 
National, even as a narrow guage line and 
with continual financial embarrassment, 
has been steadily and almost phenominally 
advancing. During the past ten years its 
gross earnings have risen from $3,750,000 
to over $7,850,000, and the percentage of in- 
crease in net earnings has been even more 
wonderful, the total of $827,000 in 1890 hav- 
ing expanded to $3,763,000 in 1900, 

Not merely in Mexican railways but in 
Mexican enterprises generally, American 
capital is being now invested on a scale 
not hitherto approached, and some of the 
foremost banking houses of Wall Street 
are advising such investments. Sugges- 
tions that Mr. Morgan's trip abroad may 
exert helpful Mexican influence, find, 
therefore, attentive and appreciative lis- 
teners here.

Y GERMAN MONEY AND TRADE. 


BERLIN, April 14.-The American situa- 
tion engaged extraordinary attention on 
the Boerse last week. There was a sharp 
fall at the beginning of the week, respond- 
ing to New York; the loss was not recov- 


ered. . 
The financial reviews to-day devote muc 


space to conditions in Wall Street, the opin- 
ions expressed being somewhat divergent. 
“ American speculators,” says the Vossische 
Zeitung ‘are possessed with a degree of 
overconfidence, which is a danger for all 
the world. Nevertheless many signs indi- 
cate that the day of collapse is near.’ The 
Frankfurter Zeitung suggests that New 
York's money rates foreshadow a culmina- 
tion of the boom, and adds: “ There has 
been a great excess of speculation in New 
York, which sooner or later must find its 
corrective in a corresponding setback.” The 
Berliner Tageblatt believes that the New 
York movement “has entered 4 critical 
phase.’ On the other hand, the National 
Zeitung, which takes a different view, says: 
“It would be a grave error to overlook the 


fact that a magnificent impulse Is throb- 
bing in American business life. A proof of 


this is seen in the railway receipts, which 
speak an absolutely astoundin language. 
A crisis cannot soon be expected. 7 

Speculators, however, are becoming more 

skeptical. Berlin sold Americans all week, 
particularly Northern Pacific shares. It is 
understood operators have begun selling 
Americans short, and that there is some 
apprehension regarding the American situa- 
tion. 
The’ German markets were unfavorably 
affected by various factors. The rush of 
speculative subscribers to the im erial loan, 
to realize on the same, caused a fall in 
that quarter. Reports from the iron and 
eoal trades were less satisfactory. 

The iron trade reported many forced auc- 
tion sales of goods not taken by contract- 
ors, and also numerous dismissals of opera- 
tives. Iron shares Were further depressed 
by a New York cablegram that the United 
States Steel Corporation had reduced the 
price of manganese in order to exclude the 
German product. Hamburg, however, re- 

orted large sales of iron waste to the 
Fnited States, an occurrence without prece- 

ent during the last twelve years. The 
Hasper Iron Works issued a circular warn- 
ing the public against overspeculation In 
its shares, since the business situation 
would not warrant this. A depressing effect 
was produced by the circular. 

The coal market reported accumulating 
stocks. 

The decline in standard coal and iron 
shares for the week averaged six points. 

The textile situation is growing worse. 
Shut-downs are more frequent and exports 
more difficult.
